STAR ROUTES. 
THE GOVERNMENT HAS AN OLD NEGRO 
UNDER ARREST. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasunineron, D. C,, Oct. 25.—The Gov- 
ernment has at last made one arrest in the 
star-route cases, that ofan old negro, Arthur 
Payne, who wasin the employ of Fall, one 
of the detectives of the Department of Jus- 
tice, as a messenger. The remainder of the 
persons for whom warrants were sworn out 
have not been arrested, and what the exact 
purpose of the Government is does not ap- 
pear on the surface. The persons who were 
the principal actors in the attempts at bribery, 
if their respective stories are true, have 
had no warrants sworn out against them. 
The Government authorities claim, with 
the utmost contidence, that they have evi- 
dence which will secure convictions.- Gov. 
Wells, the special attorney in the bribery 
matters, —s the Government will be surely 
able to make the arrests, but it may be a 
matter of some time. 

A WARRANT FOR EMBRACERY 
will probably be sworn out against Dixon, 
The star-route organ, the Critic, assumes 
thataction p the Government on the de- 
fense, and claims that the persons who are 
to be arrested were simply tools of officials 
in the Department of Justice. The Critic 
contairs this significant comment upon the 
fact that Bowen is not to be arrested: 

We remark, however, that if Mr. Brewster 
and his Fidus Achates, Mr. Brewster Cameron, 
think that the matter wiil be permitted to rest 
with the sacrilice of Fall, Payne, and Foot as 
scapeguats, they will ascertain very soon that 
they have falien into a very serious miscaicu- 
lation.

PRESUMPTION OF DEATH. 
LIBERAL INTERPRETATION GIVEN TO THE 

PENSION LAWS BY SECRETARY JOSSLYN. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune 

Wasnrrineton, D. C., Oct. 25.—Assistant- 
Secretary Jossiyn, of the Interior Depart- 
ment, has made an important ruling in re- 
gard to pension claims, which concerns the 
heirs of those soldiers who are believed to 
be dead, but of whose death no record or 
proof can be discovered or furnished. Here- 
tofore it has been the practice to refuse pen- 
sions in those cases, where a soldier has not 
been heard of, unless absolute proof of his 
death accompanied the claim. Mr, Jossiyn’s 
ruling, made today, removes this restriction 
and permits the allowance of a pension if 
there is no evidence existing to rebut the 
presumption of his death. The case upon 
which 


THIS RULING 
was made is an interesting one, and is fur- 
nished for the information of those con- 
cerned in applications of a similar character, 
bundreds of which have been rejected: 

Tv the Commissioner of Penstona—Sin: Here- 
with are returned the papers which accoumpaaied 
your report of the 3d inst., upon appeal from a 
decision of your office reject: claims of the 
widow and children of Beveriv ngertield, late 
private Company K, First Regimeut, U. 8. C. T., 
for pension. The claims bave been rejected 
on the ground that records fail to show and 
applicants are uvable to prove the fact, date, 
or cause of the soidier’s death. The roil of the 
company shows that the soldier was wounded ia 
action on the 27th of October, 1864, and sent to 
the buspital,and waa not again with bis com- 
pany, which cootinued io service until the 29th 
duy of September, 1865. The official records in 
the office of the Surgeon-General show that he 
was admitted to the hospital at Point of Kocks, 
Va., Oct. 20, 1864, with 
GUNSHOT WOUNDS OF THE SHOULDER AND 

RIGHT LEG, 

and was transferred, where not stated, Nov. 9, 
1864. There is no further account of him upon 
the official records. The evidence presented to 
prove death consists of allidavite of companions 
who carried bim off the fleid, and of others that 
on or about may 5, 1865, bis death was announced 
to the regiment by the Adjutant as baving oc- 
curred in bospital. You will please adjudicate 
the cjaim of his widow and children on this 
view. Referring to the case cited in your re- 

ort in which it was heid by the Secretary of the 

nterior that the death of a soidier cannot be 
presumed, but must’ be proved to entitle bis 
widow to peosion, I bave to state that cases 
arise in which it is impussibie to obtain positive 
proof of a soldier’s deatb, but 

THE PRESUMPTION OF HIS DEATH 

from causes connected with his service is so 
strong as to justify an allowance of the ciaim 
for pension made by the relative. When a soi- 
dier is reported missing in action under circum- 
stances which lead to a belict that he was kilied 
in battie, a claim Tor pension on bis account may 
properly be allowed. When a soldier was capt- 
ured by the enemy, and ali the circumstances of 
the case lead to u belief that he died from dis- 
ease contracted while in captivity, ic would be 
proper, in execution of the pension-laws, to act 
upon a presumption of bis death from causes 
connected with bis service so strong as to justi- 
fy an allowance of aciaim for pension on bis 
account. 

THE PRESUMPTION OF THE COMMON LAW 
is that a person who bas been absent and not 
heard from for seven years is*dead. This pre- 
sumption may probabiy be adopted under the 
Peosion iaw, and if when last heardfrom a 
soldier was suffering from serious disease con- 
tracted or injury received in the line of duty in 
the service, it may be presumed his death oc- 
curred from such ceuse, if there is nothing in 
the circumstances of the case to rebut such pre- 
sumption.

PUSTY, BUT VALUABLE. 
WHAT A SEARCH IN THE ARCHIVES RE- 
VEALED. 
Special Dispatch to The VUhicago Tribune. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., Oct. 25.—The Solicitor 
of the Treasury is now considering an offer 
of compromise from the Chattanooga, Nash- 
vilie & St. Louis Railway in the suit pending 
against that road by the Government to re- 
cover $153,000 and interest for coupons on 
bouds purchased twenty years ago, which 
have never been paid, for the reason that the 
Coupons were supposed to have been lost.

A MINNESOTA TRAGEDY. 


A Worthless Brute Attempts to Murder 
Bis Wite and Fatally Stabs a. Young 
Mau Who Interferes to Save Mer— 
The Murderer Arrested After a Des- 
perate Struggie. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

St. Pavurt, Minn., Oct. 2.—A Stillwater 
special to the Pioneer-Press gives particu- 
lars of a most frightful tragedy in the Town 
of Grant, at the farmhouse of Henry Wag- 
ner, about 10:30 o’clock last night, resulting 
in the death of one person and the horrible 
mutilation of another. From the lips of one 
of phe victims of the murderous assault was 
procured a history of the bloody affair. Her 
name, she said, was Anna Maria Kiingbeil, 
wife of the murderer, Frederick Klingbeil, 
from whom she separated four weeks ago 
yesterday, coming with her children to 
live with the Wagners. The trou- 
ble, which culminated in the attack 
and murder, had evidently begun soon after 
she married him (some five years ago), and 
which she attributes to long-continued 
abuse, which led her to leave him entirely 
and seek for a divorce. Last Sunday he 
came out to see her, and they had a talk re- 
garding the separation, when he endeavored 
to coax her to live with him again, but that 
she positively refused, remarking that she 
would rather be killed than live with him 
again after the abuse he had heaped on her. 
Later in the afternoon the lawyer went 
to his place to serve the papers 
upon him, but he would not receive them 
when one of her daughters left them in the 
house forhim. The next thing seen of him 
was about 12:30 o’clock last night when Mrs. 
Kiingbeil was awakened by his crawling into 
the window at.the head of her bed. He was 
nearly in when ghe first agoke, and by the 
time she could speak and ask him what he 
wanted he was attewpting to pull the feather 

off her, while she held on for dear 
life and screamed. He succeeded in pulling 
both her and the bed off upon 

the floor, when he began to stab her with a 

big butcher knife, the blade of which was 

about six or eight inches in length. The 
noise and screaming awakened the other in- 
mates, and all rushed to the assistance of the 
woman, who was struggling to free herseif 
from the grasp of the fiend. William Mareh- 
inzka, a grandson of the Wagners, was the 
first to come within his reach, when he 
struck him with his knife on the left side, 
just below the ribs, cutting a gash 
nearly six inches long and very deep, 
so that the spleen protruded. He 
went into the adjoining room, where he fell 
to the floor, weltering in his blood. The son 
Eddie, having armed himself with a stick of 
wood, then came to the rescue, and struck 
his stepfather a heavy blow on the head just 
as he was raising the knife to stab his moth- 
er again. This felled the villain, but he 
picked himself up andfied through the win- 
dow before he was again struck. ‘The 
wounded were then looked after, 
when it was discovered that Mrs. 
Kiimgbeil had more than a_é score 
of cuts about the upper portion of 
her body, head, and arms, none of which, 
however, will prove fatal. Young Mar- 
chinzka, upon being laid upon the bed, died 
in afew minutes. The deceased was nearly 

W years of age, and a Pole bv birth. The 

woman is a daughter of Peter Rathlesperger, 

who hung himself in that neighborhood in 

April eight vears ago. The floor of both 

rooms looked more like a slaughter-house 

than a residence, as it was almost complete- 
ly covered with biood, which had flowed 
from the wounds of the victims. As soon as 
possible the boy came to this city and 
notified the Sheriff and Chief of Police, who 
returned with him and searched the neigh- 
borhood for the murderer, finally discover- 
ing him in the loft of a barn on his place. 

Here a desperate struggle tor his capture en- 

sued, as he still had the bloody knife which 

had done the fatal deed, and fought like a 

tiger at bay. Fortunately for the officers the 

blade was broken off near the handle in the 
scuffle, otherwise more blood might have 
been shed. As it was, Sheriff Hol- 
combe received a shight cut on the 
hand. Chief-of-Police | Shortall fired at 
the villain once, butit Was not known that 
he was hit untilafter he was lodged in jail. 

When his other wounds were being dressed 

it was discovered that the bali had passed 

completely through his left side, making a 

wound not of itself fatal, but from which 

egg may result.

Before leaving home Keifer caused to be 
sent abroad a report that his majority was 
greater than was ever given in the district.

CONTINUATION OF ARGUMENT BEFORE THE 

SUPREME COURT. 

WasuHIneTox, D. C., Oct. 25.—The hearing 


of arguments in the political assessment

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case of Newton M. Curtis was continued in 
the United Supreme Court this after- 
noon. Edwin B. Smith. of counsel for the 
petitioner, replied at some length to the ar- 
gument of the Solicitor-General, and was to- 
day, as yesterday, repeatedly interrupted by 
questions from the bench. 

The Chief Justice—There is a Jaw prohib- 
iting members of Congress from engaging 
in any contract to do work for the Govern- 


ment. 

Mr. Smith— Yes, your Honor, but-— 
atin C oe wn yr heats is also a ae ga 

itt members ngress practicing in 
the Court Claims, and a law which forbids 
them to act as claim agents. 

Mr. Smith—Very true, your Honor, but 
all these laws prohibit acts which bear a di- 
rect relation to the officers’ official functions, 
and to the duty which he owes the Govern- 
ment, 

IN THE PRESENT CASE 
the act prohibited is entirely outside of the 
employés official function, and has no rela- 
tion whatever toa faithful discharge of his 
duty to the United States. 

Justice Miller—Are there not laws In mgny 
States for the protection of enrolling officers 
in the discharge of their duty? 

Mr. Smnith—Ah, oe pe lionor—— 

Justice Miller—ls it not competent for a 
Lao re to enact such laws ? 

Mr. Smith—It is. ' 

Justice Miller—Is it not the purpose of the 
present statute to protect subordinate officers 
ot the Government from the exactions of 
other Government officers? Cannot the 
United States take all the necessary steps 
for the protection of its employés in the dis- 
charge of their duty? 

Mr. Smith—Thecircumstances, your honor, 
are different. ‘The law for the protection of 
an enrolling officer protects him only in the 
discharge of his duty. It makes a distinc- 
tion between his official and bis private life. 
It he gets into troubie over a game of cards 
he is not under the protection of the law. 

Justice Miller~That is true, The law pro- 
tects the enrolling officer only while in the 
discharge of his duty, 

BUT A CLERK 
in one of the departments is always on of- 
ficial duty, so far as his need of protection is 
concerned. He needs it as much at one time 
as another. Oppression may be exercised 
upon him out in the street as well as when 
he is in his office, 

Mr. Smith—But, your Honor, the law says 
he shall not give of his means for political 
purposes, even when he desires to give, and 
is anxious to give. That is not protection. 

Justice Miller—The law does not say he 
shall not give, but that he shall not give to 
another officer of the Government. He can 
give to anybody else if he chooses. 1am not 
particularly a etvil-service reformer, but we 
all know how 

THESE “‘ VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS ” 
are made, The object of the statute, evi- 
dently, was t) protect the subordinate from 
the exactions of his superior by makingit a 
misdememeanor for the former to give the 
latter any money for political purposes. ‘That 
was undoubtedly the policy of Congress. 
The question is whether it was competent 
for Congress to adopt that policy, and enact 
the law and enforce it. 

Mr. Smith—RK is a singular way to protect 
a subordinate to punish him for giving, even 
when the actis voluntary, and let his su- 
perior go unpunished, even when he exacts 
payment. 

n conclusion Smith said he could only re- 
iterate his conviction that Congress had no 
right to regulate the conduct of a Govern- 
ment employé outside of the sphere of the 
latter’s official duties. 

THE BOLICTTOR-GENERAL 
explained why he had laid the stress of his 
argument upon receiving rather than giving 
money for political purposes, and closed 
with the following words: “y am arguing 
this case in accordance with the distinction 
made by the statute between receiving and 
giving. Gen. Curtis was the receiver and 
trustee, and whether Congress hada right 
to prchibit his giving money for political 
purpoies or notit certainly hadaright to 
prohibit his receiving it.’’ 

EVERETT P. WHEELER, - 

as a representative of the Civil-Service Re- 
form Association, has submitted a brief for 
the Government. in which the constitution- 
ality of the statite is maintained upon a 
somewhat broader ground than that taken 
by the Solicitor-4aeneral, and in which the 
attempt is made to show that the practice of 
political assessment is not only illegal, but is 
injurious to the pdblic service, oppressive to 
the Government employé, and demoralizing 
to all who haveanything to do with it. * Ha- 
bitual assessments,” Wheeler says, “ should 
be forbidden, a3 a protection to officeholders 
themseives from a most distracting annoy- 
ance. In most circulars, indeed, contribu- 
tions are carefully called ‘ voluntary,’ ahd 
they are usually so spoken of. But, as a 
matter of faet, they ate not voluntary. They 
are radically different from eontributions for 
other social or political purposes, which are 
really voluntary. These contributions for 
political purposes are solicited by those in 
authority, or by those who are likely to have 
special influence with the appointing power: 
the particular amount wanted is designated, 
and it is spoken of as 

SOMETHING WHICH IS ‘DUE.’ 

Asa matter of fact, such assessments amount 
to a species of extortion. They are paid 
under duress very often, at great personal 
sacrifice, and under the influence of fear of 
losing place and means of livelihood through 
the success of the pers out of power, or 
through dismissal by the party in power as 
a means of punishment for not having paid 
them. The amount of contributions them- 
selves forms, moreover, a complete answer 
to the supposition that they are voluntary 
and proper. The assessinents in the year of 
each Presidential election amount to 6 per 
cent of the officeholder’s salary. A great ma- 
jority of those assessed are persons whose 
salaries do not exceed $2,000 per annum. 
Prudent persons with such incomes do not 
give away 6 per cent of their salaries for any 
one purpose whatsoever except under 
pressure, real or fancied. The effects of the 
practice of political assessment upon the 
public are not less important than those 
upon the officeholders themselves, such 
eilfects alone afford a sufficient reason for a 
prohibition of the practice. 

THE MONEY WHICH IS RAISED 
becomes inevitably a source of corruption. 
Itcannot be positively stated how much 
money is raised by means of these assess- 
ments. From the most trustworthy sources 
of information to which access can be ob- 
tained, however, it may be positively assert- 
ed that at least $100,000 have usually been 
raised respectively by the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee and by the Republican 
State Committee of New York. The precise 
amountis knowu to very few persons, and 
no regular accounts are kept of receipts or 
of expenditures, What accounts are kept 
are not audited, and the expenditures are in 
the hands of one or two persons whio are re- 
sponsible to nobody. The disbursements of 
these sums may be entirely proper, but ex- 
perience has shown that such irresponsible 
—— is a direct and fruitful and 
mos 

INSIDIOUS SOURCE OF CORRUPTION. 
The most serious indirect effect-of the sys- 
tem is its influence upon the character and 
conduct of political parties. In the eyes of 
the party out of power the whole body of 
Officers and employés of the National Gov- 
ernment constitute a mercenary force which 
draws —— from the Natiounal Treasury 
and: spends it for the purpose,of depriving 
them of the honors and emolurfients of office 
and the sper tay of putting their princi- 
ples of administration into operation. The 
result is to introduce into every political con- 
test elements which are wholly foreign to it. 
rhe rancor of such contests is increased, the 
confidence of a large number of citizens in 
the honest and unpartisan administration of 
the laws regulating elections is greatly di- 
minished, and the disposition to dispute tne 
declared resuit of such elections either by a 
resort to immediate violence or to legal con- 
tests is consequently greatly increased.”

A GLOOMY VIEW OF THE SITUATION.

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 25.—This afternoon I 
met a distinguished Republican who has 
taken an active and prominent part in the 
campaign, aid he favored me with a short 
interview in which he set forth his views 
upon the situation.

But the moment his 
ambition, aroused by the demands of friends, 
led him to enter the political field his diffi- 
dence seemed more conspicuous than ever 
before. Somehow he seems to feel that if he 
rushes around hand-shaki and being the 
fellow which he really is that men will think 
he is fawning that political thrift may follow 
it.

ILLINOIS, 
KUEFFNER-MORRISON--THE LATTER’S FIGHTS 
AT HOME. 

Special Dispatch to The Uhtcago Tribune. 

Watertoo, Ill, Oct. 25.—The political 
outiook in the Eighteenth 
District is, to put it mildly, considerably 
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| mixed. According to the Congressional vote 
two years ago, the new district is Republican 
by 286 majority. According to the Presi- 
dential vote it is Republican by 585 majority. 
But neither of these votes is a proper criteri- 
on by which to judge the vote of two weeks 
henee, particularly as applies to the Con- 
gressional candidates. 

W. R. Morrison, the present Congressman 
and the Democratic nominee for reélection, 
has aided in complicating the race, more than 
any other individual, by causing an anti- 
prohibition plank to be inserted in the State 
and Congressional platforms, to further his 
own election. Whether it will have that ef- 
fect is difficult to tell until the votes are 
counted. 

In this county, where he lives, Morrison has 
to meet a bitter and unrelenting fight from 
the chief men in his own party, beeause of 
his voteon the River and Harbor bill; because 
of his incapacity to accomplish anything 
during the thirteen years he has been in 
Congress: because of his, meddlmg with 
local affairs; and bedause of liis habit of ap- 
plying insolent’ epithets on those who differ 
rith him on any issue. The vote against 
him has been constantly increasing each 
time he came before the people—from in 
1872 to.005 in 1880, with prospects that this 
year the vote for Geu. Kueffner will reach 
1,200, which will leave Morrison less than 
400 majority, where he has had 1,800. ‘The 
Morrison defection is not confined 
to any the county, but 
is greater in some precincts than in 
others. His heaviest defection is in 
the river precincts, and his next in Waterloo, 
where he lives. The defection is so great in 
this county that Morrison has scarcely left 
it to look after his interests in the other four 
counties of the district, knowing as he does 
that he must carry this county by over 1,200 
majority or be defeated in_ the race, unless 
Hynes, of Bond, the Prohibition candidate, 
can take away enough votes from among the 
Republicans, leaving the Democratic vote in- 
tact, to save him. Hynes will help Morrison 
in Bond County, but it is estimated that in 
Washington and Madison the temperance 
vote will be drawn equally from both parties. 
In St. Clair, the temperance defection wiil 
work against Morrison, while in Monroe there 
will not be a dozen votes cast for Hynes. 

In my talk with St. Clair County people, I 
gainer that Kueffner will carry that county 
»y a majority ranging from 600 to 1,500. The 
indorseutent of Kuetfner by the labor unions 
of St. Clair will go a great way towards caus- 
ing that majority to reach the larger figure. 

My reasons for stating that Kueffner will 
earry the district are: First, the disaffection 
against Merrisonin Monroe County; second, 
the indorsement of Kueffner by the labor 
unions and manufacturers of St. Clair and 
Madison Counties; third, the opposition 
abana Morrison is positive and aggressive, 
while his support in this county and St. Clair 
is passive weak. 

The character of the weather on election- 
day will have oe to do with the ques- 
tion of majority. In this county poiees da 
will be favorable to Morrison, But in St. 
Clair County it-will be to the advantage of 
Kueffner. How it will affeet the other coun- 
ties I have no means of knowing.

Miss Emilic Gavin. 

Mrs. Alexander Sullivan, of this city, yes- 
terday received acablegram from the Com- 
munity of the Sacred Heart, in Paris, which 
conveyed the painful intelligence that Miss 
Emilie Gavin, well known in Chicago 
as an actress and dramatic reader, 
had died in Algiers, Africa, Tues- 
day, whither she had gone to spend the 
winter.

Subse- 
quently she studied under Mrs. Anna Cowell- 
Hobkirk, of this city, and made a successful 
tour of the Northwest under the manage- 
ment of the Slayton Lecture Bureau. After- 
ward she turned her attention to the stage, 
and made her début in New York as 
Lady Maebeth with John MeCullanen 
three years ago, and played in 
New York, Washington, Boston, 
St. Louis and Chicago during that season in 
the additional réles of Queen Catherine and 
Tullia to Mr. McCullough’s Brutus, her 
success being everywhere conceded. She 
also played a@ summer engagement with 
James O'Neill at the Grand Opera-House 
and Hooley’s one year ago. Her exceptional 
stature induced her to withdraw trom the 
stage, and for the last two years she has trav- 
eled as a dramatic reader with the Swedish 
Lady Quartet, being in great demand through- 
out the Northwest. Her industry in filling 
engagements completely exhausted her 
physical strength, and, after a tedious pul- 
monary illness of three months last spring, 
at Mrs. Sullivan’s residence, she was obliged 
to go abroad, and sailed for Havre six months 
ago with the intention of spending the winter 
in Algiers. With characteristic courage sne 
undertook to make the long journey alone.

A GOOD CAPTURE. 
ARREST OF A NOTORIOUS COUNTERFEITER.

New York, Oct. 2%.—Van Rennsélaer 
Abrams, a notorious counterfeiter, was ar- 
rested by Chief ‘Drummond, of the United 
States Secret Service, this morning. Abrams 
became a resident of this city in 1876. At 
that time he had just completed a term of 
penal servitude in the Moyamensing Prison 
in Pennsylvania for making and pass- 
ing counterfeit United States bank 
notes. Upon | his’ arrival in this 
city he turned his attention to 
counterfeiting trade dollars. About the time 
Chief Drummond took charge of the Secret 
Service Departuient in this city the new 
business followed by Abrams was discovered, 
and ever since that time Mr. Drummond and 
his officers have been endeavoring to catch 
Abrams with sufficient evidence of his guilt 
toconvict him. On Tuesday Jast Mr. Drum- 
mond saw Abrams enter a hardware-store, 
where he bought some 

METAL KEQUIBED IN COUNTERFEITING. 
When he left the store Mr. Drummond fol- 
lowed Abrains to his residence, at Nw. 2204 
First avenue, where he has lived in elegant 
style. A watch was kept on Abrams’ house 
‘Tuesday night by officers of the secret serv- 
ice, and when he left it this morning about 
9 o’clock Abrams was followed to Second av- 
enue and One Hundred and Twelith street, 
where he was arrested. The prisoner made 
a stout resistance, and managed to cut 
Chief Drummond’s hand in the struggle. 
He was taken to the secret service office 
where he was séarched, and $100 in good 
money. was found m his pockets. Chief 
Drummond then searched Abram’s house, 
where he found 209 trade doilars ready for 
circulation and a small eeetetns oF unfin- 
ished trade dollars, together with molds, 
steel dies, metais, acids, and the appliances 
for making countertcit trade dollars. 

THE PARAPHERNALIA 

was removed to the secret-service office, and 
the prisoner was arraigned before Commis- 
sioner Shield. The Commissioner adjourned 
the examination until tomorrow, and held 
Abrams in $10,000 bail. As he was unable 
to give bonds, the prisoner was locked up in 
Ludiow Street Jail. Abrams had a well- 
equipped stable at Seventh avenue and One 
Hundred and Seventeenth street, where 
he kept several fast trotters. @ was 
an associate of “ Phil” Hargreaves, 
** Mike”’ Connors, “‘ Hen’’ Peckham, “ Jew’ 
Rosa, and other well-known thieves, but he 
was not, so far as is kpown, connected with 
them in their operations. In disposing of his 
counterfeit money Abrams has always been 
extremely cautious. The counterfeit trade 
dollars found in his house are excellent imi- 
tations of the génuine article, and would 
readily pass current among ordinary per- 
sens, their lack of the requisit weight being 
the ouly prominent difference between them 
and the genuine money.

HE IMPRISONS His SISTER IN A LUNATIC 
ASYLUM.

YESTERDAY's arguments before the United 
States Supreme Court in the political assess- 
ment case of. Newton M, Curtis were pro- 
ductive of some rather interesting observa- 
tions by Chief-Justice Waite and Justice 
Miller, in the form of interruptions during 
the remarks of the counsel for Gen. Curtis. 
The tone and purport of these comments in- 
dicated plainly a leaning in favor of the con- 
stitutionality of the law passed by Congress 
for the protection of subordinates in 
the employ of the Government from 
political assessment extortion. Justice 
Miller said, “We all know how these 
voluntary contributions are made,” and 
added that the evident object of the law was 
to protect the subordinate from the exactions 
of bis superior. The constitutionality of the 
siaiute is challenged on the ground that Con- 
gress has no power to regulate the conduct 
of a Government employé outside the sphere 
of his official duties, but the court seems in- 
clined to hold that the subordinates need 
protection from a system of “voluntary” 
giving, which amounts in fact to a com- 
pulsory exaction, and that Congress has the 
power to afford such protection. 


MAYOR HARRISON AND THE GERMANS. 

Mike McDonald’s scheme for carrying the 
county for the Democrats this year isto unite 
the *“ foreign’’ vote against the Republican 
ticket. Lie hopes to repeat in the county the 
suecess achieved in the city by the “Colvin 
People’s party” in 18738. lle appeals to the 
Irish in the name of the Democracy, which 
always has a certain charm for them, and 
uses his own ILrish cognomen, that of his 
eahdidate for Sheriff (McGarigle), and a 
number of other lri@h names on the ticket to 
persuade the Irish that the campaign is run 
in their special interest. The bugbear of 
prohibition is held up to the Germans, though 
it has no place in the loeal struggle, in order 
to frighten them into an unnatural alliance 
with the depraved and criminal classes 
whom McDonald represents, and the Scan- 
dinavians and other foreign elements are in- 
yoked by the same spook to assist him in his 
effort to obtain control of the County Treas- 
ury and the machinery of justice. We have 
already made note of indications that thou- 
sands of the Irish resent the use the Demo- 
cratic gambler is making of their nationality, 
and the signs are'still stronger that the Ger- 
mans en masse are not to be betrayed into the 
trap he has set for them. 

Mayor Harrison’s experience with the Ger- 
mans shows that Mike McDonald has mis- 
taken the character and intelligence of the 
German voters. Harrison, like most of the 
local. Democratic politicians, is doing Mc- 
Donald’s bidding in this campaign, and he 
has made two or three disreputable ha- 
rangues in German wards. He appeared be- 
fore them as an old-time Kentucky Bourbon 
and as an apologist for Mike McDonald and 
the latter’s theories of local government. 
The result is precisely what might have been 
expected. The Germans were so thoroughly 
disgusted with the tenor of Harrison’s 
speeches, the disreputable associations he 
spoke for, and the loose ideas he presented 
that he has actually been withdrawn from 
the campaign, or at least confined to local- 
ities where he is not likely to encounter the 
German antagonism to the licentious methods 
of government which McDonald represents 
and Harrison is willing to sustain. One of 
the German papers—the Freie Presse— 
which has turned its coat and is supporting 
the Democratic ticket, has demanded the sup- 
pression of Harrison as a campaign speaker, 
and the Staats-Zeitung has exposed Mike 
McDonald’s game and warned the Germans 
that there is no occasion for them to unite 
with his gang in order to defend their .cher- 
isbed doctrine of “ personal freedom,” and 
that they cannot afford to assist in the elec- 
tion of the McDonald bummer ticket. 

Harrison as a politician stands for all 
which the German-American citizens hold in 
contempt. He belongs toa party and hails 
from a section of the country which opposed 
freedom and Nationalism—the two principles 
which are dearest to the German heart. 
When he undertook, as he did in his speech 
a few nights ago, to “ welcome them back” 
into the Democratic party, he made a grave 
mistake in history and judgment. The Ger- 
mans asa class never made common cause 
with the pro-siavery State-sovereignty Dem- 
ocratic party of this country, and nothing is 
further from their thoughts now. All the 
Lourbon theories of State sovereignty, seces- 
sion, and race hatred are as abhorrent to in- 
telligent Germans today as slavery and the 
attempted destruction of the Government 
were twenty yearsago. Harrison’s speeches 
to the Germans have had the effect of warn- 
ing them against Mike McDonald’s proposed 
alliance instead of attracting them to it. 
liarrison has revealed the real purpose of 
the movement. They are not prepared to 
join the Democratic party, and Harrison’s as- 
sumption that such is their purpose has 
awakened them to a realizing sense of the 
Democratic scheme. 

If the German-Americans as a class are 
hostile to Bourbonism, they are still more 
hostile to the vicious ciasses, the unre- 
strained excesses, and the libidinous theories 
of government which the McDonald ticket 
represents. Llarrison’s speeches have held 
cut to them the promise of a general de- 
bauch in case the McDonaldrule shall be 
sustained in this city and extended to the 
County Government. The Germans revolt 


against such a prospect as much as the Pu-* 


ritans would have done. They ask the priv- 
ilege of drinking beer unmolested either on 
Sunday or week-days. But they do not ask 
that gambling and licentiousness shall be 
protected by the police anthorities. They do 
not approve of the disgraceful scenes night- 
ly enacted on the “ levee.” They do not de- 
mand that Mike McDonald shal! be permitted 
torun the Sheriff's office and fix the juries. 
They are not in favor of the straw-bond sys- 
tem. They do not desire that the criminal 
classes shall be guaranteed immunity 
from punishment. They have no sym- 
pathy with the roughs, toughs,: and 
hoodiums, They are opposed to mak- 
ing Chicago the Mecca tor gamblers, 
confidence-scoundrels, and thieves, The 


scheme of government held up to them Dy 
Harrison, speaking for McDonald, disgusts 
and frightens them. They might possibly 
have been deceived if the false pretense of 
the prohibition danger could have been main- 
tained, but they are not going with their eyes 
open to join a movement which is avowedly 
for the purpose of turning over Cook County 
to a lawless gang of gamblers and thugs.

BONDS FOR NATIONAL BANES. 
The Controller of the Currency, it is under- 


stood, favors the scheme suggested through 
this paper by Senator Jones, of Nevada, 
which is to take up the outstanding 4 per 
cent bonds, which now command 120, by is- 
suing in exchange for them 3 per cent bonds 
to the sum of $117 for each $100, The argu- 
ment in favor of this is that it will save to 
the United States the difference bet ween $117 
at 3 per cent for twenty-five years and $100 at 
4 per cent from date until 1907 when the 
present 4 per cents become due. This is the 
financial or economical argument—the mere 
question of relative profit and loss. This ar- 
gument assumes that the present premium 
of 20 per cent on the 4 per cent bonds will 
continue until their maturity. The present 
sum of the 4 percent bonds is $748,000,000, 
which are not redeemable until July, 1907. 

The second argument in favor of this 
scheme is that there must be a supply of new 
bonds in order to furnish the National banks 
with securities for bank circulation. It is as- 
serted that the price of the 4 per cent bonds, 
120, requires a deposit of that much money 
in order to obtain 90 cents of circulation; 
that this requires a circulation of bank notes 
at a loss; that the 444 per cent bonds have 
only a few years to run, when they will cer- 
tainly be taken up; and that there is an im- 
mediate danger, unless there be a new issue 
of cheaper bonds, that the National banks 
may be compelled to withdraw their note 
circulation. Lence the Treasury to arrest 
such a calamity mustbuy up the $700,000,000 
of outstanding 4-per-cents with a new issue 
of 3-per-cents, paying $117 for each $100 4- 
per-cent bond, and adding $120,000,000 to the 
principal of the bonded debt. 

The question to be considered first in this 
matter is, What difference will it make to the 
couutry if the entire National-bank note cir- 


culation be withdrawn? Whatis the neces- 


sicy for any such currency that the United 
States should go into the manufacture of 
special bonds in order to continue that cur- 
rency? On the Ist of July, 1882, there was in 
circulation in the country, in gold, silver, and 
paper, $1,544,000,00 ', Of this sum*there was 
in paper over $300,000,000. ‘The recent order 
to issue gold-certificates will add possibly 
$200,000,000 to this volume of paper currency, 
making the paper currency of this country 
far greater than that of Great Britain. In 
the presence of $400,000,000 of greenbacks, 
and of nearly an equal amountof gold and 
silver certificates, the country can possibly 
dispense altogether with the National-bank 
circulation just as soon as the banks lind it 
to their interest to surrender it. 

Under the joint operation of the gold and 
silver certificates, the amount of currency in 
the country can.be increased just as fast as 
the country may need it. A currency based 
on coin is not conducive to that wild system 
of speculation and inflation which is the 
creation of an inflated paper currency. 
There are no panics to result from a paper 
currency redeemable on demand in coin, and 
speculation founded on specie contracts is 
not so dangerons or perilous as other kinds 
of speculation might be. A contraction of 
the currency to the specie limit might not be 
so fatal as they think who believe that the 
more paper outstanding the better it is for 
business. 

The gold coin in the country is now large- 
ly hoarded—that is, it is not on deposit in 
the banks. ‘The transfer of one-half of this 
hoarded gold to the Treasury and the issue in 
place of # of gold notes will be a healthful 
inflation of the paper currency, even if the 
National-bank notes be retired to the mini- 
mum, 

Certairily there is no rational excuse for 
adding $120,000,000 to the principal of the 
public debt in order to pay a premium of 17 
per cent on the outstanding 4-per-cent bonds 
and issue 3-per-cent bonds in place of the 
4s. The National banks are in no sensea 
part ot the Government, and their notes are 
not National currency. Indeed, the popular 
sense would not hesitate to abolish that cur- 
rency altogether, though it might tolerate it 
until such time as the banks should volun- 
tarily retire it, If the banks shall seriously 
propose that the Government shail pay them 
a premium of 17 cents on the dollar for their 
4-per-cent bonds as a condition for maintain- 
ing their currency it is altogether likely that 
Congress will not only give them the oppor- 
tunity to withdraw their notes, but will help 
them to do so by such legislation as may be 
needed, 

TO PREVENT ADULTERATIONS. 

New York and Massachusetts are taking 
vigorous measures to put an end to the adul- 
terations of food, drink, and medicine. The 
lilinois law forbids all these, but these States 
go further and try to prevent them. We are 
contented with imposing: penalties after the 
wrong has been done, provided any citizen 
can detect the frauds and furnish adequate 
evidence of them. In New York the State 
has been divided into three districts, and 
each district has an analyst, under the Board 
of Health, to look out for adulterations. 
There is an additional officer whose special 
duty it is to investigate accidents caused by 
the sale of inferior kerosene oil. The three 
district analysts go about from place to place 
collecting samples of food, drugs, and kero- 
sene. 

The New York Board of Health is at this 
moment devoting its special attention to 
cream of taftar, some of which it finds is 
three-fourths sulphate of lime. Those deal- 
ers whose ¢ream_of tartar is found to be 
adulterated will be prosecuted. The new 
system of examinations by analysts witha 
view to prosecutions has been but just put 
into operation, and its efficiency is still to be 
tested, 

In Massachusetts similar steps have been 
taken by the Buard of Health. A Professor 
of the Harvard Medical School has been 
made analyst of articles of food, and a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Massachusetts Col- 
lege of Pharmacy the analyst of drugs. 
These analysts are paid salaries, and procure 
at the expense of the State all the samples 
they need. ‘This machinery, like that of New 
York, is new, and has yet to be tried. But 
the mere fact that such an apparatus to de 
tect fraud lias been set in motion and has 
been nanned by competent agents is of itself 
certain to dé much to curtail the evil. 

Lilinois has a State Board of Health, and it 
has laws against all kinds of adulterations. 
But the board has not been allowed the men 
or the money needed for the work that has 
been undertaken in New York. Its powers 
are broad enough. The statute gives it 
“general supervision of the interests of the 
life and health of the citizens of the State.” 
and authorizes it to make “ such rules and reg- 
ulations and such sanitary investigations as 
it may from time to time deem necessary 
for the preservation of the public health.” 
This is ample to cover all that the Massachu- 
setts and New York Boards have under- 
taken, but the State has neglected to supply 
agents who can exercise these powers. It 
ties their hands. The State Board should 
have an inspector constantly at the Stock- 
Yards to condemn a great deal of meat unfit 
for food that is now distributed without let 
or hindrance. 

Our people need to be protected against 


as those of Massachusetts and New York. 
The facts about the adulteration of drugs are 
startling. In a recent examination, for in- 
stance, of thirty-six samples of ipecac, on 
which the allopathic doctors rely to break 
up croup, there was not one that was pure. 
This evil of adulteration is one from which 
the individual cannot save himself. The in- 
tervention of the State is necessary, and LIli- 
nois should not fail to do what it can to in- 
sure its citizens pure milk, medicine, and 
food.

A CONFLICT OF SPIRITUAL AUTHORITY. 

If ever there were a monarch to whom the 
old saying “Uneasy lies the head that 
wears a crown” would apply, it is the Sul- 
tan of Turkey. Since his defeat by Russia 
troubles have heaped themselves upon 
troubles, and no sooner is he out of one com- 
plication than another ensues. Only by 
duplicity has he escaped serious responsibil- 
ity in Egypt, but no sooner is he out of his 
Egyptian trouble than the whole population 
of the Soudan is in a ferment and rising 
against his spiritual authority, while on the 
Persian frontier the old Kurd Chief, Obei- 
dullah, is at the head of a strong army, 
which he must suppress. And this is not 
all. A worse trouble has arisen at Mecca, 
which is the spiritual capital of Islam, and 
sometimes in Mahommedan countries the 
spiritual capital, when once a religious 
frenzy was roused, has proved stronger than 
the political capital. 

The events at Mecca are part ana parcel of 
a great religious movement, involving a re- 
vival of Islamism which is of extraordinary 
interest, and which promises before it is set- 
tled to make considerable stir in the religious 
world. It will be remembered that about 
three years ago the Grand Shereef of Mecca 
was assasinated at Jeddah while leading the 
procession of pilgrims who were on their 
way to perform the sacred rites at the temple 
of Kaaba. It has been implicitly believed 
ever since in the Far East that the murder 
was the indirect work of the Sultan, 
and that belief was strengthened by the 
refusal of the Sultan to appoint the Shereet’s 
brother, who was his legitimate successor, in 
his place. He kept the brother out of the 
position by force and appointed instead one 
Abdul Metalib, a Turk, whom the Sultan 
thought would be entireiy subservient to 
him and would be of great service in restor- 
ing his waning influence in the Holy 
Places. The new Shereef for some reason 
did not fulfill the expectations of the Sultan, 
and one day he suddenly disappeared from 
Mecca. Everyt@ing in the East happens 
mysteriously and dramatically. For a long 
time it was not known what had become of 
the Sultan’s Shereef, and it is not known 
even now what were his grounds of offense, 
but it has reeently been discovered that he is 
in the same prison with the unfortunate Mid- 
hat Pasha, This indignity to so high 
a religious functionary eaused a_ feel- 
ing of great disapprobation among the 
faithful, and this feeling was intensi- 
fied when a few days after Abdul Metalib’s 
disappearance a new Shereef, Aoun Kefik, 
appeared upon the scene. He had not been 
in office a week before it was apparent that 
he was appointed only to carry out the pur- 
poses of the Sultan and advance his persona! 
interests, [t was discovered that he had 
been politically intimate with the Sultan, 
and ali his movements showed that he was 
the Sultan’s creature. The most determined 
opposition has been made to him, and the 
Ulema have refused torecognize him, which 
at once brings. about a conflict of spiritual 
authority. More than this, they have ap- 
pealed to the Arabs, which may bring out a 
conflict of temporal authority, as the feeling 
of dissatisfaction is not confined to Arabia, 
but also pervades Africa, as is shown by the 
uprising in the Soudan. 

The elements which are in such vigorous 
commotion promise to develop into a strug- 
gle within Islam itselr, which may not settle 
until radical changes have been made, among 
them the possible wresting of the Holy 
Places from the control of the Sultan, and 
whatever power shall hold these places will 
exercise a tremendous influence upon the 
future of Islam. The most sacred thing in 
the eyes of Mohammedans is the custody 
of their Holy Places, and they will not regard 
with patience or reverence any custodian 
who is perverting his position to minister to 
the political policy or the selfish and sensual 
desires of the Sultan and his corrupt clique. 
It is the universal testimony of all observers 
who are acquainted with the world of Islam 
that discontent exists everywhere, and that 
its followers are anxiously waiting and watchi- 
ing for the coming of the Messiah foretold by 
the prophet. When the struggle does come for 
the reform and revival of islam, a struggle 
which will involve the spiritual interests of 
one hundred and seventy-five millions of 
human beings, it cannot but possess an ex- 
traordinary interest. What will be the re- 
sult? Is this dangerous cleavage in the 
ranks of the faithful the first sign of im- 
pending dissolution and the triumph of 
Christianity? This would appear to be the 
opinion of Mr.. Oliphant, a very close ob- 
server, who in a recent article said: 


The coming man of genius is as vet unre- 
vealed, and is perhaps never destined to come 
atall. If so, the tendency of political history 
seems to point clearly to the decay of Mosiem 
influence and to the extension of Christian 
power in Egypt, in Syria, and in Anatolia. The 
Pan-Isiamic scheme must perish through the 
weakness and artificiality of its character, 
through the disunion of. Mosiem tribes and 
sects, and the evident contradiction between 
the Sultan’s pretensions and the plain words of 
the Koran. 


Opinions differ, however, among the au- 
thorities. Mr. Wilfrid Blunt, who has spent 
almost his entire life among Mohamimedans, 
declares: 


The great difficulty which, as things now stand, 
besets reform is this: The Sheriat, or written 
code of law, still stands in orthodox Islam as an 
unimpeachable autnority. The lawin iceeif is 
an excellent law, and as such commends itself 
to the loyaity of bonest and God-fearing men; 
but on certain points it is irreconcilabie with 
the modern needs of Islam, and it cannot legally 
be altered. When it was framed it was not sus- 

cted that Mohammcdanus would ever be sub- 

ects of a Christian Power, or that the Moham- 
medan State would ever need to accommodate 
itseit to Christian demands in its internal policy. 
It ee too, mainly a state of war, and 
itaceepted siavery and concubinage as war's 
natural cOncomitants. It did not understand 
that some day Islam would have to live at peace 
with its neighbors, if it would live at all, or that 
the general moral sense of the world would be 
brought to bear upon it with sucb force that the 
higher instincts of Mosiems themselves shouid 
feel the necessity of restricting its old and 
rather barbarous license as to marriage and 
divorce. 


Mr. Biunt thinks that the necessary 
changes in the law will be made, not at Con- 
stantinople, but at Mecca, and that when the 
legal difficulties are overcome and Mecca 
has been made the centre of supreme power 
Islam will be brought into harmony with 
Christianity. This is a glowing view. but 
whatever else may happen it would seem 
inevitable that the time is speedily coming 
when the Caliphate will be transferred from 
the Bosphorus to the Lloly Places, and Abdul 
Hamid, who obtained his present position by 
craft, by corruption, and probably by mur- 
der, will no longer exercise any spiritual au- 
thority over Islam. 

Tue Staats-Zeitung implores the German 
voters not to confuse the present local issues 
with those of 187% which led to the formation 
and success of the Colvin People’s party. 
The same warning should be heeded by all 
voters who are capable of making a distine- 
tion between a liberai and a licentious system 
of government. The Germans of Chicagd 
abandoned the Kepublican party in the local 
election of 1873 because they were determined 
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the saloons and beer-gardens on Sunday. 
Even then they did not join the Democratic 
party nor vote for a Democratic ticket. Col- 
vin, the People’s party candidate for Mayor, 
had been a Republican. The Germans voted 
then on a distinet local issue without any 
suspicion of the ulterior consequences. 
What these consequences were the Staats- 
Zeitung recalls as follows: 

The real purpose of the movement of 1873 was 
certainly achieved, but, unfortunately, a good 
deal more. The Germans enjoyed a rest from 
the temperance and Sunday agitation under 
Colvin, but they experienced under his adminis- 
tration something else they had not counted 
vpon—viz: The unrestricted domination of the 
least respectable portion of the Irish population 
over the Germans and Americans. For Colvin’s 
motto was: “The boys have stood by me and 1 
shall stand by the boys.” By the “ boys” Colvin 
meant the bummers, gamblers, loafers, strikers, 
and bruisers. The city rule became, though on 
a smaller scale, a parallel of that in New York 
under Bill Tweed. The city money was ruth- 
lesly squandered and the city credit depressed 
in a degree that never happeued before aud has 
never happened since. ‘The elections rivaled 
those of South Carolina and Mississippi in reck- 
lesness and sbamelesness. When the people 
were called upon to vote on the adoption ofa 
new city charter, Coivin’s “boys” stuffed the 
boxes with faise ballots by the score. The vile 
scum of a great city was on top and ruled the 
town under Colvin. . . . Npw another 
actempt is to be made to induce the 
German-Republicans to repeat the bit- 
ter experiences which resulted from the 
yictory of 1873. The effort is to draw them 
into the Democratic camp, not, as in 1873, as 
powerfulallies, but as deserters who will be as- 
signed a place among the baggage. Nine years 
ago it waa a Republican (Colvin) who took the 
leading place on the People’s Party ticket; this 
year it is proposed to hitch German Republicans 
as oxen to the chariot of the Gambler King, 
Mike McDonald. And why? Merely that a 
handful of office-hunters who have been ex- 
pelied from the Republican party may pick up 
afew crumbs from the hand of his Majesty 
Michael the First! A charming inducement in- 
deed! That the /Uinow Staats-Zeitung 
did not hesitate to recommend to German RKe- 
publicans a temporary alliance with the Irish 
Democrats when the cause of personal freedom 
was threatened with a real danger was proved 
in 1873. Butit will give no such advice when 
there is nu such danger, because it has no desire 
tosee Chicago under the same subjection to 
Mike McDonald that New York suffered under 
Bill Tweed. 

This timely warning should be heeded by 
Americans as well as Germans, and by all 
classes of respectable voters. 
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Tue Tammany Hall candidate for Mayor 
in New York City will not have a walk-over. On 
Monday lastan independent candidate was put 
on the track. Says the New York Times: 


The citizens’ movement took a long step for- 
ward yesterday.

Tne meeting of citizens at which Mr. Camp- 
beil was nominated for Mayor was attended by 
the full Committee of Fifty, to which committee, 


(fur suffielent reasons, were added some addi- 


tional citizens of prominence and influence. 

At the bead of the Campaign Committee is 
Oswald Ottendorfer, the most influencial Ger- 
man Democrat in the city. Afull ticket was 
nominated yesterday, composed of strong men 
taken from both parties. It may not beat the 
Democratic ticket, but it is likely to give it a 
close race. At a large meeting of prominent citi- 
zens— 

Mr. Joseph H. Choate, in response to calls from 
the audience, said the meeting cailed for today, 
he feit assured, would present a complete coun- 
ty ticket which in its composition would be a 
guarantee that the poems will have an oppor- 
tunity at least to take the mavagement of their 
own affairs in tneir own bands.

Alter the nom- 
ination of Mr. Campbell was made known com- 
munications were received from many strong 
organizations in the city pledging a Bearty sup- 
port of the nomination, and expressing the hope 
that the ticket would be compicted in a way as 
satisfactory as it had been begua. 

Ata meeting of the Young Men’s Republican 
Ciub in Mott Memorial Hali, No. 64 Madison 
avenue, Monday evening, the news of the nomi- 
pation of Allan Campbeil for Mayor by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee was received with great satis- 
faclon, the general feeling of the meeting 
being that te citisens’ ticket was sure of 
election. A resolution indorsing the nomina- 
tion was immediately oflered, but, according to 
the constitution, it could not be acted 
upon until the next meeting.

Gen. H. A. Barnum, In speaking 
of the citizens’ movement, said he believed that 
the County Convention would without dgubt 
indorse the nomination of Mr. Campbell, ‘and 
said that it would carry the support of all good 
citizens. He even believed Purroy and White, 
who had been left out in the cold in the division 
of county and local offices by the Tammany 
bosses, would support Allan ‘Campbell.

Re- 
peated deniais on Mr. Strattan’s part seem to 
have done little good, for the rural Vemocratie 
press throughout the State every now and then 
reiterates a slander for which nobody but 4 
foolish friend ever could have been guilty. 


Last year 26,170 new houses, covering a 
length of eighty-six miles, were Dbulit in the 
metropolitan police area of London, which now 
contains 4,788,657 persons—the largest number 
probably ever packed witbin fifteen miles of a 
couimon centre. Out of this multitude twenty- 
three children and L54 adults were entirely lost. 
Their disappearance is one of the mysteries of 
London, upon which but little light is thrown by 
the fact that fifty-four bodies of persons found 
dead, and unknown, were buried before identi- 
fication. There were three times as many peo- 
ple killed in the streets of London in 1581 ag it 
cost tostorm Arabi's position at Tel-el-Kebir, 
and ten times as many wounded—the figures 
being: killed, 262; wounded, 3,400. There were 
800 fires, 274 suicides, eleven murders, and only 
three convictions; 470 burgiaries, and oaly 
ninety-one convictions. Twenty-seven thou- 
sand two hundred and twenty-eight persons 
were apprehended as drunk and disorderily—a 
decrease of more 8 than per cent since 1851, 
altbough there has been an increase of popula- 
tion of over 80,000. The temperance movement 
seems to be telling at last, even in London—the 
proportion of apprehensions per 1,000 of popuia- 
tion for the last four years being: 1878, 7,809; 
1879, 7,345; 1880, 6,846; 1881, 5,608.

Str E. HENDERSON’s annual report on the 
London Metropolitan police contains some very 
interesting statistics. Last year 2,170 new 
houses were built, covering a length of eighty- 
six miles. The popuiation of the police area is 
now 4,788,657, who are protected by 11,234 police, 
but so many of these are employed on special 
service that in reality there are only 9,940 men 
of all ranks available for ordinary duty. Goods 
valued at £103,568 were stolen during 1881, 154 
adults and twenty-three children disappeared 
mysteriously, and fifty-four bodies of persons 
found dead were buried without identification; 
252 persons were killed in the streets, and 3,400 
were wounded, figures which are well worthy of 
notice. There were 800 tires, 274 suicides, eleven 
murders, but ouly three convictions; 470 burg- 
laries, and only ninty-one convictions; 2, 
persons were appreheoded as drunk and disor- 
derly, being a decrease of 8 per cent. Since last 
year, in Chicago, under the “best Mayor,”’ the 
number of drunks, stabbings, fights, ahd mur- 
ders iis rapidly increasing. But then, Mike Me- 
Donald runs things in this city, and doesn't in 
London. 


AT the present moment there is a lull in 
Irish politics, and the usual talk about a “ split.” 
The split,” so faras 1 can make out, comes to 
this: The Irish Popular party (in Ireland. mind— 
I say nothing about America) consists of two 
sections—viz.: the officers and the rank and file. 
The rank and file are all for rushing the busi- 
ness. The officers say “No; wait a bit. We 
must not make our attack till we get our guns 
into better position, Our next assault must be 
a knock-down biow. The Liberais will help us 
to au extended franchise, a popular system of 
county government, a reformed registration, 
and various other reforms. Then we shail be 
absolutely irresistible, and iandlordism and 
alien rule will both go to the wall together.” 
This, I take it, is the program. The landlord 
and Conservative party may get what comfort 
out of it they can.— London Truth, 


A St. Pererspure dispatch in the official 
Wiener Zeitung ridicules the report of the cian- 
destine coronation of the Czar, and declares 
that the ceremony has been definitly fixed for 
May next, wben it will be accompanied with all 
the pomp and splendor usual on such « ions. 
The date of the event will be forma@liy an- 
nounced to the Czar’s subjects and to all the 
world several months previously by imperial 
manifesto. The Czar and Czarina will not go to 
Moscow again Ubefore the coronation. As soon 
as the bad weather begins they will remove from 
Peterhof to Gatschina, but they intend to pass 
most of the winter at the Anitchkin Palace, St. 
Petersburg. The Czar bas ordered plans to be 
prepered for a new and magnificent palace 
which he intends to erect at St. Petersburg, close 
to the shores of the Guif of Finland. 


Tue Troy Times says that the apparently 
barmiess chestnut is really very indigestible, 
and often causes serious sickness. An instance 
of their indigestibility, it says, recently occurred 
at the Villiage of Schaghticoke. C. N. Beecroft, 
of that village, waa taken seriously il) after hav- 
ing eaten a quantity of chestnuts. He contin- 
ued to grow worse, and physicians decided that 
he was suffering from bilious colic. Every ef- 
fort was made to relieve bim, but the indigesti- 
ble nuts had become a compact mass in his in- 
testines and could not be dislodged. It became 
a question of speedy relief or inevitable death 
within a few bours. Finally the obstruction was 
removed, and the patient immediately began to 
improve and was soon convalescent.

When the resolution came up to adopt the 
rules on procedure, Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff, Conservative, moved an amendment 
that the Chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole House should not, under the resolu- 
tion, have the power of closure. 

Giadstone said he would 
REFUSE TO ACCEPT SUCH AN AMENDMENT. 

Sir Richard Asheton Cross and Lord John 
Manners and other Conservatives contended 
that this resolution required some modifica- 
tion, and that the Speaker was the only per- 
sou who should, in law and equity, hold in 
his hands the power or closure. 

Gladstone then offered to accept an amend- 
ment which should limit action upon the 
resolution to the Chairman of the Committee 
ou Ways and Means; also an amendment 
that no member should be allowed to act as 
Chairman of that committee without first ob- 
taining the sanction of the House. 

LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL 
said that, in the absence of full information 
as to the Government’s scheme, he desired to 
move an adjournment for the present. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, Conservative, urged 
that, if the Government reaily had a perfect 
scheme, it ought at once to make it known 
te the House. 

A division was called for on the motion for 
adjournment, resulting in 136 for adjourn- 
ment and 190 against. 

Debate was then adjourned under the or- 
dinary rules of the House, which provide 
that the session shall terminate at 6 o’clock 
Wednesdays.

Dusty, Oct. 25.—At the opening of the 
Commission Court today, Judge Barry, in 
charging the grand jury, said, although the 
eases to come before the court were few, 
they were most serious. He believed there 
was direct evidence against the ten men 
charged with murdering the Joyce family. 
He could not say that the fewness of cases 
under the Crimes act was due to an improve- 
ment in the country. 

HOW THE FUND WAS SPENT. 

United Ireland states that Egan has

THE EGYPTIAN AFFAIR. 
WHAT REALLY HAPPENED—THE BLUE BOOK 
OF EGYPTIAN AFFAIRS. 

Lonpoy, Oct, 25.—The Blue Book of Ezyp- 
tian affairs which has just been issued for 
the ihonth of July, shows that De Freycinet 
Dotified England that France would not be 
able to join England in its offensive hostil- 

‘es in Egypt unless the French Legislature 
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, 
first gave its consent, and that this was not 
likely to be given. 

Baron Giers, in his circular note to the 
Rassian Ambassadors, expressed to them the 
desire to maintain European concert. Facts 
had revealed that serious inconvenience 
would result from any system ot Anglo- 
French control, and to perpetuate by force 
such a measure would bea work of doubt- 
ful character and resuit. 

Prince Bismarck expressed his desire to 
give moral support to England and France, 
but would not issue any mandate upon the 
subject, fearing thereby to give the question 
Rreater proportions than it had assumed. 

Signor Mancini, Minister of Foreigu Af- 
fairs for Italy, in his answer to the invita- 
tion to his Government to join in the protec- 
tion of the canal, said Italy, having joined in 
the identical note which Turkey had formal- 
ly accepted, it would be in contradiction of 
the policy already announced to intervene in 
any other way at this juncture. 

In July Arabi Pasha indirecly sounded 
Earl Granville respecting the terins of sub- 
mission which would be granted him. He 
made a direct offer to disband tne leaders of 
the rebellion and for himself to accept ban- 
ishment. 

The Secretary of the Foreign Department 
refused to agree to anything save complete 
submission. 

AN INDEMNITY COMMISSION. 

Fngland proposes to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment that an international indemnity com- 
mission be established; that England and 
France have only one representative, the 
same as the other Powers: that America and 
Greece send each a representative, and that 
the minor States have a collective represen- 
tation. In case the proposition was agreed 
to, Egypt would have the right to appoint 
the President and Vice-President of the com- 
mission, 

ARABI PASHA, 

A dispatch from Cairo says it ig rumored 
that the Sultan has ordered the proceedings 
against Arabi Pasha to be stopped. 

There are‘incessant complaints aboyt the 
treatment of the families of the rebel prison- 
ers by the Khedive’s employés. Arabi 
Pasha’s family shift their residerice almost 
daily to avoid violence. Arabi has again 
been insulted by the Circassians. Two 
Notable saccused of aiding Arabi with money 
are chained together in an underground 
dungeon, foul beyond description. 

Among the correspondence of Atabi Pasha 
are important letters from an aid-de-camp of 
the Sultan and several letters from Ahmed 
Essod, the Sheik-ul-Islam. . ; 

Arabi’s counsel states that the latter’s let- 
ters will throw light upon the telegrams 
found at Tel-el-Kebir. 

Wilfrid Blunt, telegraphing one of Arabi’s 
counsel relative to the discovery of Arabi’s 
papers, says success is assured. 

Broadley had another interview with 
Arabi today. 

The list of witnesses to be examined by the 
commission at Constantinople is increasing. 

It is positively stated that the Egyptian 
Government has no intention of doing any- 
thing to prevent the proceedings from fol- 
lowing the due course, whatever may be at- 
tempted by the Porte in that direction. 

Counsel for Arabi Pasha ask that the trial 
be postponed until the latter part of Novem- 
ber. 

There is no truth in the report that the 
Sultan has made a demand that proceedings 
against Arabi be quashed and the trial 
ended. 

Arabi Pasha says he desires to quit Egypt 
as soon as possible, and willaccept a sentence 
of exile w any part of the British dominions. 
He does not wish to see Egypt again. He 
thinks Egypt will shortly lose the Soudan. 
unless the English army stops the False 
Prophet. 

The Prefecture of Police has obtained 400 
depositions, the greater part of which are 
from European residents, sustaining the ac- 
eusation of Arabi Pasha that Toulba was 
alone responsible for the burning, pillage, 
and massacres in the city last summer. This 
fact increases English and European sympa- 
thy for the chief rebel, which has been 
steadily on the increase since his capture 
was effected. 

TANTAH. 

A native of Tantah has given a banquet. 
Prominent natives and Europeans, Sheiks, 
and Ulemas were present. One of the 
Ulemas, in a speech, eulogized the Khedive. 

THE COST. 

lt is believed the cost of the war in Egypt 
will amount to nearly £4,000,000, exclusive of 
the expenses of the army of occupation and 
the Indian contingent. 

NINET’S EXPERIENCE, 

The Swiss Ninet writes to the Times that 
he only served Arabi in the ambulance. He 
gives a graphic account of the filthy condi- 
tion of his prison at Cairo. He says the 
thumbscrews were put on him during the 
journey from Cairo to Alexandria. At the 
latter place he was thrust into a prison 
filthier than the one at Cairo and swarming 
with vermin. Le was robbed by the jailers, 
and then puton board the vessels for de- 
portation to Smyrna, but was smuggled 
ashore at the Pirwus by the aid of an Arme- 
nian officer of the ship. He went thence to 
Berne. Ninet says he believes there are 3,000 
innocent men in Egyptian prisons such as he 
has described. 

: THE ALEXANDRIA MASSACRE. 

Carno, Oct. 25.—The inquiry into the re- 
cent massacre at Alexandria reveals the fact 
that it was ordered in the name of Arabi 
Pasha; that Toulba Pasha sent for and 
abused a notable who had been seen to pro- 
tect and save the lives of certain Christians 
during the massacre.

INTERVIEW BETWEEN PRESIDENT GREVY, 

AN AGNOSTIO, AND CARDINAL CZACKL 

Recently in Paris there has been a re- 
markable exchange of courtesies. Monsig- 
nor Ozacki, who was Nuncio to France, was 
made Cardmal, and President Grévy, who is 
a Freethinker, invested him with the 
beretta. Monsignor Czacki had won the re- 
gardof French Republicans by his simplicity 
of life and absence of aggressive bigotry. He 
is described, on) the occasion of his investi- 
ture, as follows: |“* Monsignor Ozacki, after 
the celebration of mass in the Palace oratory 
at the Elysée, was robed in crimsen in the 
little vestry-room. He is thin to attenuation, 
and one sees that his life hangs upon a very 
slender thread. The contrast of the deep 
red robe made his pale face seem more 
cadaverous. It was with great difficulty that 
he got through the ceremony, at the end of 
which he was supported, or rather borne, to 
his carriage.”’ 

THE SITUATION WAS A DELICATE ONE 
for the French President, M. Grévy. Monsig- 
nor Czacki said the happiness he had in the 
honor bestowed was reduced by his regrets 
at leaving France, and that “it had been a

PHILADELPHIA. 


Continuation of the Oelebration of 
the Bi-Centennial—The Streets 
Throngei with Interested 
Spectators, 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 25.—The fine 
weather contributed to make “ Trades Day,” 
as today is styled in the group of bi-centen- 
nial fétes, a gala occasion. ‘The city was, as 
yesterday, decorated with flags, buntings, 
and evergreens, the streets forming the route 
of the procession packed with spectators, 
and, although this is not a legal holli- 
day, as yesterday was, business of all 
kinds is at a standstill. The trades display, 
which, with the .mystic tableau procession 
and reception at the Academy, with its 
minor features, forms a distinct feature of 
today’s part of the celebration, formed on 
North Broad street, and eountermarched 
south on Broad to Lombard, thence back into 
Chestnut street, and over the route traversed 
by yesterday’s procession. 

It consisted of twelve divisions, in which 
all the leading business-houses were repre- 
sented. Fifteen hundred uniformed em- 
ployés of the Pennsylvania Railroad ap- 
peared in the line, 1,000 of whom were from 
Altoona. 

The display of the Adams Express Com- 
pany was also very fine.

What Mr. Jarrett, President of the 
Amalgamated Association, Has to Say 
in Mis Own Defense—Mecting of Ohto 
Miners.

]1 have no regrets to offer, neither have l any 
apologies to make, for the position | main- 
tained before and during our late strike. 
My doings are subject to the most 
searching investigation, and to this end 
I shall surely demand thata committee be 
selected for the purpose of investigating the 
position I have maintained from the begin- 
ning of the strike tothe end. After such an 
investigation has taken place, and the dignity 
of our laws has been sustained, I shall will- 
ingly make any Statement necessary to de 
fend myself before the public. 1 shall, for 
the present, entirely rest my case in the 
hands of the association, trusting that jus- 
tice will be done, the right be maintained, 
and the wrongcondemned.” Mr. Jarrett has 
received letters from Chicago, Cincinnati, St.

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FREE METHODISM. 


Important Rules Adopted for the 
Guidance of Members of the 


Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

BURLINGTON, Ia, Oct. 2%4.—The General 
Conference of the Free Methodist Church 
concluded its session here last evening. The 
meeting has been a very successful one and 
was largely attended by delegates from all 
parts of the country. The real work of the 
session was done yesterday in the adoption 
of the reports of the various committees, and 
may be summarized as follows: ‘he con- 
ference adopted a thorough and complete 
change of the ritual for the Lord’s Supper, 
simplifymg and purging it of all gh- 
churchism. By the changes made in the 
discipline the & - for re ntation for 
the next conterence is to one delegate 
of each kind for every conference, one of 
each kind for every 800 members in full con- 
nection, and one of each kind for every frac- 
tion of 600 members in full connection. 
preacher may be left without an appoint- 
ment, and then located the following year 
without his consent—this in cases where 
thereis no cailfor his labors. All regula- 
tions with respect to slavery were stricken 
out. A rule with regard to tobacco was 
adopted which forbids the use of and the 
growing and sale for common use of tobacco. 
A Chairman may divide a circuit in the in- 
terim of the annual conference, with the 
consent of the official board. The new sec- 
tion on “ Union with others”’ was adopted. 
No preacher can be transferred from one 
conference to another without a certificate 
from his Chairman under whom he last la- 
bored as to his good character. Quarterly 
conference secretaries hereafter must for- 
ward their records to the annual conference 
for inspection. Members of trial committees 
may be selected trom any circuit within the 
bounds of the conference. Trustee boards 
are to report to the annual society meetings 
their business during the year. All places in 
the discipline where term men is used, 
and liable to be interpreted to exclude women 
from official positions in the church, is 
changed to person or persons. Preachers can 
no more be ordained without passing exan- 
ination in the prescribed course of study, 
The claims of superannuated preachers shall 
be $5 for*every year of effective service in 
the conference up to twenty years, when 
the claim shall remain at $100 per annum. 
Official boards shall a int committees, 
who, after consulting with the preacher or 
preachers, shall estimate the expenses of the 
preacher for the year. A Chairman presid- 
ing at the trial of a member cannot preside 
at the trial of the appeal, and the quarterly 
conference may elect a chairman pro tein. in 
such . case. The Executive Committee 
are to have charge of the publishing inter- 
ests of the church. Preachers in charge 
shall see that trustees are elected, and that 
church property is properly secured. 
Preachers are to have control of their pul- 
pits so that stated appointments cannot be 
made for them by other denominations 
without their consent. The general confer- 
ence can appoint a committee on appeals to 
sitdurmg the conference, with full powers 
to act. All houses of worship are to be 
plain, without steeples, and no more expen- 
sive than absolutely necessary. The Chair- 
man of a district (Presiding Eider) shall hold 
an official meeting in connection with every 
quarterly meeting he holds, A preacher may 
be appointed to a cireuit without being in 
charge, the administration being left to the 
Chairuian of the official board, ; 

Members whv remove to a distance with- 
out taking church letters, if they do not re- 
port within one year, are to be recorded as 
having removed without letter, but if they 
7 oni and desire to be reinstated it shall be 

one, 

The following resolution on the temperance 
question, reported by the Committee on Ke- 
forms, was adopted: 

Resolved, That we still hold that the distillation 
of intoxicating liquors, the manuiacture of 
wines and cider, and the brewing of beer to be 
used as a beverage or trafficking in the same, the 
raising and selling hops for brewing purposes, 
the selling of opium in any form to babitual 
users or using it habitually, the growing, using, 
or tratlicking in tobacco for commercial pur- 
poses or common use, is asin against God and 
our neigbbor, ang that persons guilty of any of 
the above practices are not worthy of member- 
ship in a Christian church. 


MISSION WORK. 


Papers Read and Discussions Had Be- 
fore the American Association, in Ses- 
sion at Cieveland, O. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 25.—At this fore- 
noon’s session of the American Missionary 
Association the Rev. F. L. Kenyon, of lowa, 
read a paper on “ The Relation of Associa- 
tion to Civilization”; the Rev. Dr. J, E. Ray, 
of Georgia, on *“*The New South”; and the 
Rev. Dr. W. H. Ward, of New York, one on 
** Caste in Education.’’ 

At the afternoon session papers were read 
on “God’s Way of Vindicating Brother- 
hood,” by the Rev. Dr. F. A. Noble, of Lili- 
nois, and *“* Exploration on the Upper Nile,” 
by the Rev. Dr. H. M. Ladd, of New York. 
A communication was received from the 
American Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Alissions proposing to exchange its 
work among Inaians in this country for the 
American Missionary Association’s work in 
Africa. ‘This was favorably discussed, but 
no action taken. 

The Rey. James Brand, of Oberlin, reported 
on Chinese missions, in which he commented 
with severity upon the Chinese bill passed 
by Congress. 

The subject of amending the society’s con- 
stitution was referred to a committee of thir- 
teen to report next year. 

At a meeting this evening addresses on 
special work of the association were made by 
the Rev. Dr. A.G. Haygood of Georgia, Gen,’ 
Clinton B. Fisk of New \ork, and the Kev. 
Dr. A. G. F. Behrends, of Rhede Island. 

The Rev. Dr. Haygood, speaking as a 
Southerner, said he was glad of the oppor- 
tunity to speak in the city where lie the re- 
mains of Garfield, the great leader of Chris- 
tian education and friend of the blacks in the 
South. He spoke of the rapid increase 
of the freedmen since their emancipation 
from slavery. ‘They were 4,000,000 at the end 
of the War, but now between 7,000,000 and 
8,000,000, and increasing at a percentage 
greater than the whites. Dr. Haygood said 
the North and South are beginning to under- 
stand each other better, They will outy Be 
divided geographically in the future. The 
church and the school-house must come to- 
gether in the South on the plans adopted by 
the American Missionary Association, 


CINCINNATI BANKERS. 


They Feel that They Are Not Making 
All the Money They Might Be Making. 
Special Dispatcae to The Chicago Tribune 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 25.—A special meet- 
ing of Cincinnati bankers was held in the 
Clearing-house today to consider certain mat- 
ters of vital interest to themselves and busi- 
hess-men generally. For some time nearly 
all the local banking-houses have been buy- 
ing and selling Eastern exchange at par when 
dealing with regular customers or with 
those whom they sought to secure as depos- 
itors. This has naturally entailed constant 
losses, for the banks frequently pay a pre- 
mium for eychange that they sell to deposit- 
ors at par. A system that will do 
away with this losing business is 
one of the things sought. The other 
evil which the bankers wish to remedy is the 
present slipshod and dangerous mode of col- 
lection through out-of-town banks. This 
matter lias already called out considerable 
discussion. Under the present system a man 
may deposit a check or sight draft on acoun- 
try town that ought to be heard from in 
forty-eight hours, and it may travel froin 
town to town for weeks before it reaches the 
party on whom itis drawn. inthe mean- 
time that party may fail, and an unpleasant 
couiplication and financial loss is the 
result. Banks here have drifted into 
this system for the reason that no charge is 
made depositors for collection of such sight- 
drafts or checks. These matters were freely 
diseu , and various methods of correct- 
ing the evils complained of were suggested. 
A motion was carried that the matter be 
referred to a committee of five, who would 
prepare a reply to be ‘submi to another 
to be held Saturday morning.

Mayor Harrison Down in Bridgeport— 
Me Treate the Boys to a Littic Mild 
Profanity~A Specimen of the Oratory 
Which the Germans Did Not Like. 
About 300 persons assembled in Union 

Hall, on Halsted street near Thirty-seventh, 

last evening. 

Mayor Harrison was the first and practical- 
ly the only speaker. He opened up with a 
talk about street-improvements as made dur- 
ing the administration of Mr. Heath and him- 
self, and of course claimed all the credit for 
Carter H. Harrison. He referred to the al- 
leged declaration of Seth Hanchett that he 
would run the Sheriff’s office in the interest 
of the Republican party, and said that 
Seth Was too honest—he should 
have lied a little there. Democrats did not 
want that sort of thing, and now hada 
chance tochangelt, If they. would carry 
Cook County—having already got the city— 
in 1884 the old Republican banner State of 
lilinois would wheel into line for the De- 
mocracy.

It is likely that the Democratic anxiety to 
possess the State, county, and, for that mat- 
ter, the entire country, will lead to dissen- 
sions in the ranks that will reflect anything 
but credit upon the graspiug managers of 
the party. As has already been stated, a

Ninth Annual Convention of the Na~ 
tional Christian Temperance Union 
—First Day’s Business. 


— 


Lovtsvitie, Ky., Oct. 25.—The ninth an- 
nual convention of the Woman’s National 
Christian Temperance Union assembled at 
the First Christian Church this morning, 
with a large audience present, including 
inany visitors, and Miss Frances E. Wiliard, 
President: Mrs. Oaroline B. Buell, Corre- 
sponding Secretary; Mrs. Mary A. Wood- 
bridge, Recordmae Secretary; Mrs. L. 
M. N. Stephens, Assistant Recording 
Secretary: Miss Esther Pugh, Treas- 
urer. The church was handsomely 
decorated, and the | exercises, which 
were of great interest, included the remarks, 
on calling the convention to order, by the 
President, Miss Frances E. Willard, of Lili- 
nois; devotional exercises, conducted by 
Mrs. T. D. Carhart, of Lowa; calling the roll 
of officers and members, appointment of a 
committee on credentials, callimg tne roll of 
delegates, seating the delegates; minutes of 
the Executive Committee, read by Mrs. Mary 
A. Woodbridge, of Ohio; appointment of a 
Committee ou Resolutions, appointment of a 
Committee on Plan of Work, appointment of 
a Committee on Finance, appointment of a 
Committee on Courtesies of the Comvention; 


and the atinual address of the President. 
Miss Willard said: 


The Woman's Christian Temperance Union is 
to my thought but a vast and growing network 
of telegraph lines, along which fly swift and 
blessed messages transmitted by that Divine 
Spirit whose central battery is the heart of 
Christ. Slow, difficult, and adventurous as is 
the work of bullding these lines, estabiishing 
stations, enlisting and teaching operators, one 
forgets the bardship in remembering what are 
the messages and whence they come, throbbing 
over the wires with their sweet ** Peace oa earth, 
good willto men.” Having spenta year ina 
delightful tour of combined construction and 
inspection, Lam happy to report all main lines 
in exceilent working order, with a new (State) 
branch line fjopened in Texas, another in 
Missouri, and a thirdion Tennessee, while sev- 
eral hundred lecal stations have been estab- 
lished since we last met. Our most southerly 
station on the continent wedded this year is 
San Antonio; our most northern is Spokane, 
W.T. On the frontier we bave a new one in 
Ogden, Wy. T.. and several iu Utah ana Oregon, 
while Christian women of Honolulu bave writ- 
ten for instructions, and Sidney, Australia, Just 
reports, almost simultaneously with Richmond, 
Va., & Women's Temperance Union of over 100 
names. Messages received oy our chief opera- 
tor at our central office in Bible House, New 
York, indicate that at the presentrate of con- 
struction we ehall be able to report at 
our next meeting a branch line in eév- 
ery State and Territory of the RKe- 
public, offset by one in every Canadian 
province, and a station in each capital, commer- 
cial, ana educational ceatre of North America. 
Nothing less is worthy of our plans, our pur- 
poses, aod powers. tus remember, dear sis- 
ters, that we must first build and equip tele-

important than centre, force centrifugal no less 
than that centripetal, ages ee to round the 
circle ot perfect work. Electric, indeed, has 
been the etry A of the growth in the temper- 
ance sentiment througbout the Nation this won- 
drous year as we call the roll of States. lowa, 
which was last year a tremulous bope, stands 
forth a giorious victor. Kansas nobiy boids 
forth for prohibition, and, like the white plume 
of Navarre, gleams the ensign of that heloved 
leader, John P. St..John. Indiana accepts the 
extreme shirmish line of a Christian civilization 
in its battle for the twin amendments,-probi- 
bition and woman's bailot. If carried simul- 
taneously, these closely correlated measures wil 
not only capture the enemies of the citadel, bu 

the garrison, with soldiers loyal and invincible. 

Miss Willard coucluded her address by 
giving a number of important =o 
for the development of the work in 1383. 
She recommends the appointing of a Finan- 
cial Secretary, and said members needed de- 
velopment—a collective business conscience. 
“The contributions should be paid regular- 
ly. Memberships should be renewed early in 
the year, and to send on National dues with 
conscientious promptitude, and thus much 
annoyance will be avoided. The change in 
our basis of representation has worked well 
financially, the receipts of this year exceed- 
ing those of Rs by about $1,500; but the 
paramount ne@d of our National Unionisa 
fund upon which we can count in carrying 
forward our Southern work, and planuing 
those great prohibition battles that lie De- 
fore us. No society has ever yet accom- 
plished in eight years what ours has done 
on a total income for the entire time of but 
$10,000." The President concluded her ad- 
dress as follows: 

As we now proceed with the duties in whose 
sacred hame We are met, let it be said ot us as 
of a gifted Southern statesman, he never ques- 
tions the motives of men; he always argues the 
merits of the case. As the great General said 
to the boatman, so the temperance cause isjsay- 
ing here tous: Remember, you carry Cipsar 
and bis fortunes. God grant that we may be so 
wise and gentie that the cause we love shall not 
be wounded ia the house of its friends, 

When Miss Willard’s address, which was 
delivered in a clear, strong voice and forci- 
ble style, had been concluded, devotional ex- 
ercises of an hour’s duration were held, Miss 
Margaret Bottom, of New York, leading. 
There were prayers, songs, and brief ad- 
dresses of encouragement and good cheer, 
At 12 o’clock the convention adjourned till 
afternoon. 

At the afternoon session reports of depart- 
ment work were made by Miss Coleman, 
of New York, on literature; Mrs: Hunt, of 
Massachusetts, on scientific instruction; 
Mrs. Foster, of lowa, on legislation. 

At night there was a welcome meeting in 
Masonic Temple, Col. H. Young, Col, Bain, 
ana others speaking.

CHARLES THURBER. 


Detalls of His Lynching by a Mob of 
Excited Peopie at Grand Forks, Dak., 
Tuesday Alternoon.

Str. Paut, Minn., Oct. 25.—A special from 

Grand Forks to the Pioneer-Press gives the 

foliowing fuller details of the lynching of 

Charles Thurber, the negro ravisher, last 

night. It was generally understood that the 

prisoner would have a preliwinary examina- 

tion at the court-house at 2p.m. At 12:30 

200 people had congregated infront of the 

jailto see him removed. At 2 o’clock the 

crowd had inereased to 500, and at 2:30 to 

1.000. The crowd was quiet, but moved 

about uneasily. A rope was produced and 

deposited at the foot of a telegraph pole. At 

2:50 Sheriff Jenks appeared with a warrant, 

and, with the aid of numerous deputies, con- 

ducted the prisoner to the county jail, 
where, by strategy in avoiding the mob, 
he was finally locked up. The 
crowd had filed into the court-room, 
and, being disappointed, went to the 
jail and demanded the prisoner. ‘The officers 
beat them back and rendered powerless the 
pattering-rams. Conductor Burbank hus- 
band of the ravished woman, having 
arrived on the noon train, cries of “ Where 
is Burbank!” were heard. *“* We will doas he 
says with the prisoner.” Mr. Burvank, with 
tears in his eyes, said, “Take him out and 
hang him.” ‘Phis caused a renewal of the 
attempt to secure the prisoner, and threats 
were jnade of burning Uhe jail and attempis 
to pull it down with ropes and perhesing with 
axes, After a gallant struggle by the officers, 
the doors were burst at 5:45, a rope was 
placed around the prisoner’s neck, who made 

a desperate resistance. Three thous 

people had by this time assembled, and, 

there being no tree or pole near, the prisoner 
was <drageed for en 3 rods by 

excited mass of pile. There was 
such a surging mass no one knew the 
fate of the man for some moments. At last 
the ery was taken up, “To the railroad 

bridge!” and hence the mob hastened. A 

dozen men, carrying the victim, proceeded to 

the second span, and crowds gathered on the 
banks beneath. One end or the rope was 
attached to the iron brace, when again Con- 
duevor Burbank was called for, and was 
soon hurrying along the trestie-work. He 
was greeted with cheers, and was allowed 
to place the noose around the neck of the 
doomed man.

BOARD OF TRADE. 

The foundation of the new Board of Trade 
Building is all laid, ana the coutractors are now 
working on the first floor.

IRON SHUTTERS. 

The burning of Goss & Phillips’ warehouse 
Tuesday evening, which might have been saved 
but for the iron shutters, which could not be 
opened by the firemen, ied a reporter to ask 
Marsbal Swenie yesterday what he thought or 
that means of protection. 

“Iron shutters are ali right,” said he, “ but 
they ought to be fixed so that we can open them 
from the outside. The ordinance requires that, 
and | bave called the attention of the Building 
Department to the matter. Only a few buiid- 
ings have shutters that we can open 
from the outside. Ail could. be opened 
if a rivet were put through the 
crose-bar, and a square nut puton the outside. 
Then a pipewan could take a wrench, unscrew 
the nut, and we could get at the fire inside. We 
have lost more bulidings on account of iron 
ebutters than we bave saved.” 

‘The reporter also talked with three or four in- 
Surance-mmen. They believed in iron shutters 
where there was exposure, but thought they 
ougbt to be arranged so that the firemen could 
open them. That could be easily fixed, and the 
Board of Underwriters might possibly take some 
acuon looking to the carrying outof the ordi- 
nance. The experience with sbutters at the 
Goverument warehouse and Guss & Phillipa’ 
migbt bave some influence in lesseving rates, 
which were from l0to W per cent where there 
were no shutters, as shutters were vot really 
necessary except on the parts of buildings 
which were exposed. 


THE CITY-HALL. 


Two cases of small-pox were reported yes- 
terday—one at No. 671 South May street, and the 
other at No. 152 Hurlbut street.

Chief Tenement-House Inspector Genung 
bas been going ovér the South Side County 
Building in order to find the source of the foul 
air which sickens jurors and court officers. He 
succeeded in his undertaking, and will teil the 
County Board what ought to be done to purify 
the atmosphere there.

The Committee on Fire and Water will 
meet Friday and take up the proposed amend- 
ments to the ordinance of the Cook County Elec- 
tric Company. There is a good deal of opposi- 
tion to this corporation, which proposes to build 
a tunnel for wires, as it asks privilewes whica if 
granted would give it a munopoly, as some 
claim. 

The Committee on Harbors and Bridges 
considered the proposition of the Chicagv, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Road to pay half the cost of 
the bridge over the river at Asbland avenue, 
provided it was allowed to lay a track on Ash- 


}iand avenue from Twenty-second street to 


Thirty-third. The three Aldermen present— 
Foss, Waozer, and Hirsch—were opposed to 
granting the franchise, as it was worth at least 
$200,000; Dut they took no action, deviding to 
look over the ground before they made up their 
minds. 

Ex-County Commissioner Spofford and ex- 
Warden Mills are erecting stone residences far 
out on Washington boulevard, which, for ap- 
pearance’s sake, they wish to roof with shin- 
gies instead of siate or other fire-proof mate- 
rial, as prescribed by the fire ordinance. They 
bave applied to the Council fur special permis- 
sion to dv 80,and Ald. Hildreth’s Committee on 
Buildings recommends that it be granted. The 

titioners agree to use shingles painted on 

th sides with the so-called fire-proof paint. 
Secretary Edgar, of the Buliding Department, 
says that if this paint is what it is claimed to be 
there is no reason why the general use of shin- 
gies painted with it should not be permitted; 
while the Council, by granting the right toa 
few individuals having political influence, will 
lay itself liabie to the charge of favoritism.

MRS. SCOVILLE. 
A CLOUD OF WITNESSES TO EROVE _.HER 
SANITY. CHW 

The examination as to the insanity of Mrs. 
Frances M. Scoville was resumed yesterday 
morning before Judge Loomis. A number of 
the witnesses for Mrs. Scoville were absent, and 
some delay was occasioned thereby. 

Coartes 8. Burton was the first witness. He 
said that Mrs. Scoville called on him aliout five 
weeks ago to make a loan on some personal 
property. Her busband prevented the negotia- 
tion of the joan, owing to a misunderstanding 
with ber. The witness said she appeared to be 
ranvona! and attending to business 

F. W. 8. Brawiey, a lawyer, said he knew Mrs. 
Scoville, her father, and grandfather. He gota 
certificate from her father to teach school in 
146. Her father bad heid several offices of 
trust, and was & man of clear head. He aid not 
believe bim insane; in fact, if be was not asane 
man be never knew a saneone. He knew Sco- 
ville since 1850, and bad once been associated 
with bim in business. In answer to a question 
regarding Scovilie’s reputation for truth and 
veracity he said it was not good, and he'd hesi- 
tate to Deiieve bim under oath. 

GEORGE L. SCOVILLE, 

21 years of age, a son of the contending parents, 
testified that there bad always been wore or 
less troubie between bis father and mother 
since be could remember. He believed one was 
as much to biame as the other. He had beard 
his father make threats to take Bertha away 
from his mother agd piace the latter in an io- 
sane asyium. He heard his father threaten to 
shoot people, but didn’t recoliect who they were. 
He thought bis mother was sane and abie to 
take care of bertha. He saw his motber pull 
bis father’s ears on one occasion. On the cross- 
examination young Scoville said be did not rec- 
ollect telling hig father his mother was insane. 
He thought his father was to biame for the Liti- 
gation. 

M. EB. Stone testified that his profession was 
that of a journalist, and in such capacity be had 
met Mrs. Scoville. She wanted to sell him what 
she considered pews, and he bought one or two 
articies written by her, paying #5 therefore. The 
articies written by ber were as coberent as those 
usually sent tu &@ newspaper by women. 


F. F. Cole bad wet ber at his office in the | 


transaction of business. Her husband at one 
time accompanied her, and they had some 
words. He tbought ber husband accused her of 
being too intimiate with newspaper men. Mr. 
Cole, in answer to a question as to whether be 
thought Mrs. Seovilie ipsane, said be did not. 
in fact, be thought she bad more sense than he 
bimseif had in the business transavuon. 
DK N. & DAVIS 

testified at some length in regard to attacks of 
epilepsy and hysterics. He did notthink Mrs. 
Scoville’s attacks had been due to epilepsy. The 
hypothetical case would not change his mind 
in this regard. He saw nothing in ber to in- 
dicate insanity, The wish that the child's 
picture might be taken at once, with the ac- 
companying remarks that neither wigtt live 
long. bad no special significance. Remarks such 
as these were common among women who 
bave noidea of destroying themselves or others. 
Immodesty was not ovecessarily a sign of insan- 
ity, be said, bowever improper it might be. 

Dr. Lyman was examined on che epileptic or 
hysterical fits of Mrs. Scoviile. In bis judg- 
ment the fits were not epileptic, but rather bys- 
terical. The Doctor said that the victims of 
hysteria were nearly always women, and it bad 
often been noticed that many of them, before 
the fits came on, looked ovt for a soft spot to 
fall op, or a graceful position in which to lie, 
while others arranged their bair or dress before 
talliing. He did not think Mrs. Scoville bad epi- 
ener, from the description given by the coun- 
Sel. 

Drs. Norman Bridge and J. P. Ross also 
thought Mrs. Scoville sane, her “ spelis”’ ‘being 
due to bysteria father than epilepsy. 

Several other witnesses, among them Gen. 
Stiles, A. 8. Trude, M.S. Robinson, Elias Greene- 
baum, and O. W. Ye did pot see any signs 
of insanity in Mrs. Scoville. Their opinions as 
to Scoville’s reputation for truth and veracity 
did not agree. 

The last witness was H. D. Osborn, who resid- 
edin Kenwood at the time the Scovilles did. 
His testimony was that on one occasion Mrs. 
Scoville told bim she was afraid of ber busband; 
that he had threatened ber; and if anything was 
wrong onacertain evening she would ace a 
ligbt in the cupolaas a danger-signal. He saw 
no light that evening, and supposed that there 
was no trouble. 

. The case was then adjourned uatii 2 p. m. to- 
ay.

A NEW SCHEME FOR THE LOCAL DELIVERY 
OF LETTERS AND PACKAGES—MR,. SQUIERS 
THINKS IT ILLEGAL. 

Yesterday morning a TRIBUNE reporter re- 
ceived a noté from a wholesale drug house, and 
on the cornet of the envelope surrounding 
the epistie was a peculiar pink stamp 
which be had never seen before.

* Prohibition of Private Expresses.—No per- 
son shail establish auy private express for the 
conveyance of letters or packets, or in any man- 
ner cause Or provide for the conveyance of the 
same by regular trips orat stated periods over 
any post-route which is or may be established 
by iaw, or from any city, town, or place 
to any other city, town, or place between 
which the mail is regularly carried; and every 
person so offending, or aiding or assisting there- 
in, shall be liabie to a penalty of $150. ovided, 
Nothing berein contained shall be construed as 
proaae any person from receiving and de- 

ivering to the nearest post-office or postal-car 
mail matter properly stamped.” 

Another section says that parties giving mail 
to be delivered in this manner shall be subject 
to a fine of $50.

CATTLE SHIPMENTS, 


SOME ABSURD STORIES DENIED, AND FINK’S 
POOL DENOUNCED. 

Many of the cattle-sbippers at the Union 
Stock- Yards were very much aroused yesterday 
over an articie appearing in the columos of a 
morning paper, in which it was alleged that a 
combination or clique existed amoog a select 
few of the beavy cattle-shippers doing business 
at the yards. The article also intimated that 
some of the live-stock commission-men were in 
league with *‘ conspirators,” and that the whole 
combination was ruling the cattle market in a 
most arrogant and unjust way. Koowimg that 
there must be two sides to the Question, a Tris- 
UNE reporter set out yesterday in quest of a 
little information on the “clique” side of the 
deal. Finding at the yards a member of the 
so-called combination, the reporter asked for a 
Statement of the situation. 

* Why, there is absolutely no sense in any 
story about cliques or combinahons among the 
dealers here at the Yards,” said the shipper. 
* Last spring the trunk-line roads made a sbarp 
advance in rates on live cattle, and the shippers 
were compelled to buy more cheaply or else lose 
about all the profit in the business. You see 
Commissioner Fink and the trunk-road man- 
agers, after tue pool was formed, were quick to 
see the importance of*the live-stock tratlic and 
to appreciate the fact that shippers would be 
compelled to pay whatever rate the roads might 
demand, so they straightway advanced the rate 
on live cattie to $120 per car or 60 cents per 100 
pounds; but this was not the worst. Under the 
prorating agreement between the roads Com- 
missiooer Fink was empowered to send the traf- 
fe over whichever line he might desire, and this 
being the case he exercises bis right to such an 
extent that it borders. upon rank tyran- 

W hy, we shippers must pay 

rate every time “if we 

select our own Kastern market, but if we per- 

mit Fink to name the place where our shipments 

shall go, wen be will graciously give us a slight 
rebate from the rate i name.”’ 

“But who is it that complains of cliques 
among the shipping firms?”’ 

“| don't thiak any shipper bas been complain- 
ing; at least | judwe so from the fact that the 
article you refer to contains but very littie 
truth and less sense. Why, one shipper can buy 
cattle here at the yards just as cheap as an- 
other. Any man who understands the business 
is on a level with the best in the trade, and, this 
being the case, I don't see how this alleged 
‘clique’ can exist.

An infuriated Texan steer broke loose from a 
beri on Haisted street yesterday afternoon, and, 
atter driving all pedestrians on that thorough- 
fare into their houses fora distance of several 
blocks, jumped into an inclosure near the police 
station. ‘I'wenty-tive bullets were fired iuto its 
carcass before it was killed. 

At a late hour Tuesday even a sneak-thief 
entered the yard in the rear of Peter Caldweli's 
residence and stole a $200 buggy which he had 
bought the day before.

FINANCIAL, 


The local money market was more active yes- 
terday. There was good inquiry by city men, 
and more currency moving out into the country, 
some rather large lots being taken by St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, while Milwaukee is taking 
some. Rates of discount were quoted steady at 

1@3 per cent, mostiy at the inside, with some 
gilt-edged paper negotiable at CL. 

Eastern exchange was casier. Some sales were 
made between banks at 25c premium per $),0v00, 
but probably the majority of transactions were 
at par. 

The aggregate clearings of the Chicago banks 
was $7,900,000, being $800,000 more than the total 
for Tuesday. 

Sterling exchange was quiet and steady at 
Tuesday’s quotations. Posted rates were 482@ 
48642, with actual sales at 4814@484, Document- 
ary quoted at 4794 @480. Continental rates were 
steady, as follows: Bankers’ francs, 5214 @517'\;; 
documentary bills, 527%@528%: bankers’ marke, 
9456@¥5%; documentary marks, 934, @93%. 

The Controller ot the Curreacy has authorized 
the City National Bank at La Salle, LiL, to begin 
business. Capital, $100,000. 

The chief points on the New York stock mar- 
ket yesterday was a rather sharp raid on Den- 
ver, which weakened most of tbe list at one 
time, while Canada Southern and Michigan 
Central subsequently led an upward move- 
ment. Otherwise the market was dull, witb 
little outside trading; but the general tone 
was firm till near the close, when an easier 
feeling prevailed. 

The latest gossip in New York financial circles 
inciudes the following: Presidents Mitchell and 
Keep say they do not expect any serious trouble 
over treight or passenger rates in the North- 
west. It is announced that the stock of Alie- 
gheny Centrai is to be raised from $1,000,000 to 

2,500,000. (This accounts for Tuesday's decline 
in that stock.) itis understood that the Ele- 
vated Railroad dificulties will be submitted to 
arbitration within a few days. A prominent bank- 
er says there is not enough money in New York 
to warrant beginning a bull market. London 
was a free buyer of Erie and Louisville & Nash- 
ville on Tuesday; and Amsterdam bought Kan- 
sas & Texas and Buffalo, Pittsburg & Western. 
A new pool is said to have been formed in Union 
Pacific; perhaps based on the expectation that 
the sbort line to the Wood River district will 
bring large quantities of ore to Omaha, instead 
of to Salt Lake City, as heretofore. An opera- 
tor who has lately visited the principal cities of 
New England says that capitalists at New Ha- 
ven, Hartford, Springfield, Worcester, Provi- 
dence, ete., are buying investmest stocks ana 
the bettér clases of speculativee for along turn. 
lt is noted that the Jersey Central has about 
$23,000,000 invested outside of the road, ali of 
which yieids a good income. It has $15,000,000 in 
Lehigh & Wilkesbarre securities, thus deriving 
alarge share of the prolitson mining 2,500,000 
tons of coala year. lt ownsalarge amount of 
real estate which yields a good income. 

The Stockholder figures out that even if the 
estimates of the friends of Wabash be cor- 
rect, there would still be a deficit of $360,000 on 
the years work; and its income account (of 
$17,000,000, claimed) is alresdy debited with 
$1.450,000 paid out last year in excess of the re- 
ceipts. 

The anthracite coal tonnage last week was 
considerably in excess of the corresponding 
week last year, while the total mined for the 
year thus far is 22,201,340 tons, against 21,499,556 
tons for the same period last year—an increase 
of 701,784 tons.

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were icss active 
yesterday, and generally weak. Grain rallied 
in tne latter part of the session, and provisions 
made a fuint effort in the same direction, but it 
did not amount to much. 

Provisions were irregularly beavy with tess 
doing. Liverpovl reported 64 advance on lard, 
and the local bog market was called stronger, 
but packers were again bearing in the near fut- 
ures, without wanting to seijl much, and this 
this weakened the rest. Cash lard was 
taken rather freely for export, and was 
relatively firm. There was aiso some 
foreign inquiry for meats, but packers 
named figures, which were regarded as dispro- 
portionately high. November pork sold up 15@ 


| 20c early, then broke to $19.00, which was ‘5c 


below the opening figure, and closed at $19.15 
asked, The year and January opened 7c bigb- 
er, but fell off 20c, and closed 12%@We lower 
than on Tuesday afternoon. November lard 
broke 25c, while October lard was stronger, and 
other futures fell back 7c, except that May 
lard commanded a decided premium over Jan- 
uary. November ribs weakened We, while the 
longer futures were easier. Some parties 
thougbt that November stuff bas been beared 
too much, while others were strong in the faith 
that November pork and lard will sell at nearly 
the same prices as the year within a week or 
two. in the afternoon November pork fell back 
10c, and lard was generally Ormer. 

Flour was less active. There was only a mod- 
erate iuquiry outside of the local trade, and buy- 
ers were not generally disposed to pay the prices 
asked, Other milistuffs were firm with a light 
supply. The latest news from Paris indicates 
sowething irke a corner in flour there, which can 
scarcely be met by shipments from the United 
States. 

Wheat was dulland easier. The leading fut- 
ures declined Ic, but reacted, and closed oniy 
about \e below the latest prices of Tuesday. 
Foreign advices were conflicting; Liverpool was 
called dulland easier, London strong, and Paris 
“sick, with no inquiry.” Our receipts were 
smaller than the previous day, but were 
expected to show up liarger this week, and 
the vistbie supply of both wheat and flour was 
understood to be growing at a rather rapid rate, 
There was a rather better shipping demand for 
red, at “c advance and No.3 winter was strong 
at only 14@2c below the price of red, while No. 
2 spring was dull, except as it was takeu to filla 
few maturing oo cts for round lots. The 
trading in futures was really dull, and the mar- 
ket looked as if it would be weak but for the 
avidity with whick the current offerings of corn 


the ground, te both acorns and chestnuts being 
very plentiful. 

That car-load of new corn did come in last 
Monday, and did inspect No.2 on arrival here. 
It came from Cairo. 

It was remarked yesterday that the corn bears 
bad sold the crop of Kentucky on Monday, that 
of Tennessee on Tuesday, and were “ now” en- 
gaged in selling for Alabama. 

Advices indicate that with dry weatner there 
will be plenty of good corn in November, from 
the Southern States. 

There was a laborious discussion on ’Change 
yesterday vetween two of the leading men in 
the April wheat deal. It only lacked in interest, 
as the matter was settled some time ago; but 
the *‘gawbies” listened ail the same.

These two classes of exports, already ‘offi- 
cially reported, aggregate $31,959,851 in 
value, against $29,642,651 in September, 1881. 
Trade reports show that 140,496 bales of 
eotton were exported in September, against 
195,101 in the same month last vear, but there 
is reason to suppose that the bales weré 
heavier, because the average weight of all 


bales received at the ports last month was 


154¢ pounds more than in September, 1581. 
Moreover, the price during nearly all of last 
month was high, and averaged over half a 
cent more than in September of last year. It 
is computed from these data that the value of 
cotton exported will be abou t52,400,000 less 
thn it was in the same month last year. In 
other words, the aggregate of breadstuffs, 
provisions, and cotton wil! probably bea lit- 
tle less in September this year than last year. 
There is also a Joss in petroleum; from trade 
returns it may be estimated that the value 


exported this year in September was 


only 75 per cent of the value last year 
in that mouth—a loss of about 
$1,200,000, ‘These items amount to 
nearly three-fourths of the entire exports, 


and it seems reasonable to suppose that the 


domestic exports in September will not fall 


more than about $1,300,000 behind those of 
the saine month last year, which were 361,- 


205,543 in value. On the other hand, the in- 
crease in imports cannot have been very large 
in September; at New York it was less than 
$4,000,000, 
at all the ports come in at New York, and 
unless there has been an increase elsew ‘here 
the value of all merchandise imports, which 
was $55,000,000 in September of last year, 
will not reach $69,000,000. But from this

These continued false digpatches have a weaken- 
ing effect upon all values, and should be stopped. 

Our exports from all our Atlantic cities during 
the last two weeks have been very light, not to 

exceed 350,000 bu to all ports in Great Britain.

A Good Demand Yesterday for 
Grain-Carriers, but Ton- 
nage Scarce. 


Carrying Rates Advance to the 
Highest Figures of the 
Season. 


A Very Discouraging Outlook for Ves-

Lake Freights. 

There was a good demand yesterday from 
shippers of grain for vessel-room, but tonnage 
was very scarce, and as a consequence carrying 
rates advanced to 3 cents a bushel! on corn, 34@ 
3% cents on wheat, and 3% cents on laxseed to 
Buffalo, the highest rates paid this season, and 
2% cents higherthan in July, when corn was 
taken from this port to Buffalo at 4% cent a 
bushel. The large amounts of package freight 
for shipment East from this port and Milwaukee 
has drawn out of the grain-carrying trade most 
of the transportation line steamers, leaving the 
market almost bare of tonnage. Quite a theet 
of large carriers arrived from below yesterday, 
but ft will be several days before they will be 
available for engagement. Vesseimen think 
that still better carrying rates will be conceded 
by grain-shippers within a day or two 
should their necessities become urgent. 
Very little time now remains to ship 
grain by lake before the close of navigation, 
and itis very likely that this belief of vessel- 
men will be realized. There is not much danger 
of there being a glut of tonnage here again this 
ecason, as many grain-carriers are being laid up 
atlower lake ports.

There was but littie inquiry yesterday for ves- 
sels to bring lumber to this port, but thé supply 
of carriers was also small, very few being on 
the warket seeking cngagements.

A MYSTERY. 


Disappearance of a Young Daug’ vf 
a Prominent Business-“Ian of tii- 
waukee, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKER, Oct, 2%.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the disappearance of Maggie Hen- 
ecke, the 12-year-old Waughter of C. Hen- 
ecke, is still unsolved. When it was report- 
ed that the girl was missing the affair did not 
attract special public attention, as there have 
been many cases lately dt missing children 
who have been found in a short time; but 
when the night passed without any tidings 
of the lost one, the whole town was con- 
cerned and aroused. (Great excitement pre- 
vails on this subject all over the city. 

The father of the missing girl is a 

well-known and prominent business- 

man, and the family ranks high in 
society. ‘The story of the girl’s disappear- 
ance is thus told by the girl’s mother: Mag- 
gie had attended school yesterday forenoon, 
together with her five brothers and sisters. 

As usual the family carriage brought the 

children home to dinner. During the noon 

hour Maggie seemed in the best spirits. At 

1:50 the —— took seats in the carriage 

and were driven to the German-English 

Academy in Broadway, which they have 

been attending for about two years, When 

the children alighted they separated, each 
one going to his or her respective 
department. The afternoon session 

begins at fifteen minutes before 2 

o'clock, the Henedke children arriving 

about ten minutes before that time. When 
schoo! closed late in the afternoon the older 
girls immediately proceeded to Maggie's 
room to call for her. They were much sur- 
prised to learn from the teacher that she had 
not been at school since dinner, Thinking 
perhaps she had for some reason went home 
the other children hurried homeward. The 
feelings of all can well be imagined when 
it was found Maggie had not been 
home since noon. Information was 
immediately conveyed to father 
at his piace of business, who hastened 
to the police station, giving the facts 
as stated to officers. Mrs. Henecke says the 
assertion that her daughter might have suf- 
fered a temporary abberation of mind is ut- 
terly unwarranted. If such had been the 
case she must have shown some traces of it 
preyiously, while in fact she never seemed 
more happy and joyous than on yesterday 
previous to ber disappearance. All sorts of 
theories have been set afloat concerning the 
cause for the girl’s disappearance, but none 
is accepted as solving the mystery, The 
father believes the girl has been abducted, 
and has offered a reward for her re- 
turn. All the detectives in the city are 
engaged in the search, aided by the regular 
police force, the Sheriff's force, the letter- 
carriers, and many others. All the houses 
of ill-repute and other irregular places have 
been searched most thoroughly. The only 
theory in the case that has a shade of possi- 

bility is embodied in the following, told b 

one of the teachers in the German-Englis 

Academy: “ A workman who was émployed 

in a trench in front of the school, on inquiry 

as to whether he had noticed the girl, said 

he had seen @ young man about 19 

years old, red tace, light hair, black coat, 

and hat, standing around the building be- 
tween 2 and 3 o’clock. At one time he senta 

little boy into the school, telling him to get a

Hunox, D. T., Oct. 2%.—Last Thursday 
morning, while busy Chicagoans were tryin 
to rub out of their eyes enough of the smoke 
and fog then enveloping the city to enable 
them to discover their respective places of 
business, I managed to make my way to the 
Northwestern Railroad depot just in time to 
eatch the outgoing train on the Minnesota « 
Dakota Central Branch of the road, and, 
quite agreeably enough, the farther | got 
away from the city the better I found the 
weather. But such was the number and 
Jength of the freight-trains en route to Chi- 
cago with vast quantities of grain and other 
produce from the great Northwest that get- 
ting away from Chicago was comparatively 
slow work. Long before the train was be- 
yond the boundaries of Cook County it was 
considerably behind time. This delay 
brought about other delays, as at 
nearly every station passed there were 
long lines of freight cars waiting to 
get the right of way, and when 
the train crossed the Minnesota State-line it 
was upwards of four hours behind time. 
Every body who gues .West on this route 
siops offat Huron. [ followed suit, and, 
fiuding it the most centrally located town in 
Central Dakota, determined to make it .and 
the surrounding country the topic ef my first 
letter on that country. Preparatory to a 
series of ietiers upon the advantages which 
Centrai Dakota has to offer to the farmer in 
search of new lands and to the immigrant 
seeking a home, a brief history of civiliza- 
tion in Dakota will searcely be amiSs. At 
Rifferent stages in her history Dakota com- 
prised all that is now known by the name, 
together with portions of Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Wyoming, and Montana. The 
present Territory has an area of about 156,000 
iguare miles, extending 450 wiles south from 
he British possessions to Nebraska, and 
‘tom Minnesota 350 miles west to Montana. 
There is pending before Congress a bill to 
divide the Territory on the forty-sixth parallel 
ot latitude, and to admit the southern por- 
tion into the Union us the State of Dakota, 
and were it not for an imbroglio concerning 
the Yanton County railroad bunds the Dill 
would be very likely to pass. ; 

The area of the proposed new State is a 
little more than half that of the Territory, 
ot which less than 15 per cent can be classed 
as timber land. The population is about 
175,000, and of the entire Territory about 75,- 
000 more. The Missouri divides the entire 
‘Territory in a diagonal direction, and the 
Dakota or James River almost equally sub- 
divides the portion east of the Missouri, 
which is still farther subdivided by 

THE MAIN TRUNK LINES 
of the Northern Pacific, Dakota Central, 
and Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroads, all of 
which roads now run to the Missouri or bve- 
yond. It is w these rivers and railroads 
that Dakota owes its present civilization and 
lorious prospects—to the railroads in par- 
Sonlar, for they did not wait for pioneers to 
build up the country before projecting their 
roads, as was the casein the setilement of 
ljowa and some other Western States. The 
only white settlements of consequence be- 
ond the Missouri are in the Black Hills. It 
only a few years since the entire ‘Territory 
was overrun with numerous quarrelsome 
and bloodthirsty tribes of the Sioux Indians, 
but a | are now mostly confined to reserva- 
tions. in 1804 Lewis and Clark explored as 
far as the southeastern corner of the Terri- 
tory. In 1882 the first steamboat ascended 
the Missouri, but it was not until after the 
treaty with the Indians in 1858 that »oneer 
settlements were commenced. In 1561, with 
a population of only 2,402, the Territory was 
organized. For several years thereafter the 
Indians played havoc with the settlers, but 
notwithstanding the population in 1870 was 
upwards of 14,000. In 1875 ithad grown to 
60,000, and since that date it has been 
phenomenal, and Huron, 
THE “GEM OF THE PRAIRIE,” 

is the greatest phenomenon of it all. As I 
have already stated, the topic of this letter is 

Huron and the county surrounding it. 
all at some future time give all the details 
can concerning Elkton, Brookings, Volga. 
De Smet, Cavour, and each of the four other 
enterprising little burgs through which the 
read before Huron is reached. It is 
fuflicient for tbe present to say 
that Jand thruughout Southwestern Minne- 
Kota Dakota out to this point appears to 
be of the same genera! character, gently roll- 
ing, occasionally breaking into knolls or hill- 
ocks with long and gentie slopes, and natur- 
ally productive of nothing save grasses and 
harmless weeds. To journey over scores of 
thiles of treeless plains, with not sv much as 
ashrub anywhere to be seen, has a weari- 
some monotony, of which one who has never 
seen it can have no conception. There is 
nowhere in the world, perhaps, any scenery 
eapetior to the rocks at Devil’s Lake. the 
cailon between Stockton and Lewiston, Wis. 
the picturesque bluffs beiow Winona, and 
resented from a dozen other 
nsin and Minnesota through 
the Northwestern Railroad passes; 
and certainly there is nowhere anything to 
compare with the treeless, shrubless, yet frer- 
tile plains which extend westward for 
miles from Tracy, Minn., along the 
line of the Dakota Centra! Branch. At this 
season of the year they are more unsightly 
than usual, for the grasses are dried or 
withered and their native green has given 


piace to a dirty, unsightly, bronze color, 
which disgusts beyond measure au eye which 
has just come from feasting on the 
GORGEOUS AUTUMNAL DISPLAY 
of Wisconsin maples and oaks, surrounded 
as they are with a richly gilt framework of 
cottonwoods turned yellow with early frosts, 
fereibly reminding one of a beautiful picture 
surrounded by a massive gold frame. Very 
large sections of territory have been burned 
over this fall, and these are still more un- 
sightly than the bronzed prairies. Such are 
the plains of Centra! Dakota to one who sees 
for the first time. Lakes, rivers, creeks, 
swamps are few and far between, and even 
when they do intervene they are generally 
unsightly because of their nakedness of 
verdure. 

There are just three exceptions to the rule 
on the line from Tracy to Huron, a distance 
of more than 156 miles. The first is Lake 
Beuton, Minn., a place which ought to make 
a very pleasant summer-resort; the second 

Lake Preston, forty-three miles east of 
uron;, and the third is the 
JAMES RIVER BOTTOMS 

at Huron. ‘The river, except in the spring, is 
for the most part a shallow, sluggish stream, 
with no perceptible current, fille a chan- 
nel out for itself in the bottoms 
scarcely more than_ fifty feet wide at any 
point, and considerably narrower through- 
out most of iis course. At the point where 
the Dakota Central crosses it the river is 
somewhat wider, and so are the bottoms. 
The river winds its way along in owerpins 

raceful curves, and when the broad, evel 
Gatkeons are shorn of their heavy growth of 
grasses, as they are at this season, they re- 
seimbie immense stretches of green carpet- 
ing. The biuffs which rise on either side of 
the bottoms follow in general the meander- 
ing contour of the river. The railroad crosses 
upon a trestle viaduct extending 2,153 feet 
from bluff to bluff and some thirty-five feet 
above the bottoms.

this party came a small party of pioneer set- 
tlers who were sometimes in the wake, but 
more frequently in advance, of the engineer 
corps looking out for the best claims and 
other chances for lana speculation. ‘There 
were, at the timethefirst railroad survey was 
made through Beadle County, of which Hu- 
ron is the seat, only three persons set- 
tied in the ecounty—Jacob Baum, who 
was settled near the mouth of Cane 
Greek, and S. Nelson and Mr, 
Sweetser, who were settled about a mile 


distant from the present Town of Cavour, 


April 30, 1880, one day before we platting of 
the town was commenced, Messrs. W. b. In- 
zgersolland Jolin Cain opened a land and 
printing office at the southeast corner of Da- 
kota and First streets,in a cheap. frame 
building, 12x16 feet, which they moved from 
the river bluffs. The second building was 
only 14x20 feet, and was moved from McCook 
County to be used as a hotel and land-office. 
The third building was moved in by a saloon- 
keeper. E, G. Wheeler put up the first new 
building. It was 15x20 feet, and the lumber 
was hauled by teams from Volga, sixty-six 
miles east on the line of the railroad. During 
May and June of that year a number of 
liuron’s most prosperous citizens arrived, 
and the prospects of the infantile town were 
already so bright that Mr. M. F. Wright put 
up the present Wright House, which, aside 
from the Windsor cine. is today the only 
lirst-class hotel in the town. 
THE RUSH OF STRANGERS 
and land-speculators was so great that the 
hotel was opened for business before the 
doors were hung, and one day before the ar- 
rival ot the first railroad train, which crossed 
the James River and stopped at Huron, The 
name liuron was bestowed upon the infant- 
ile prodigy by General-Manager Hughitt, of 
the Northwestern Railroad, and although it 
isa natural townsite, which some time or 
other the settlers of the county would have 
availed themselves of, Huron owes nearly all 
its present, and much of its future, greatness 
to the fostering care of the railroad company. 
The division. offices of the Dakota Central 
Branch, which extends from ‘Tracy. Minn., 
to Pierre, about 250 miles, are located in the 
plain but substantial railway-station, which 
stands almust at the head of Dakota avenue, 
the main street of the*town. Close by are 
commodious outbuildings used for ware- 
house, coal, storage, and supply purposes, 
There is also an jiee-house, and a short dis- 
tance east of the station a series of frame 
buildings used as repair and rebuilding 
shops, and as a roundhouse, “The shops etn- 
ploy all the way from sixty to 10 
men, and nearly all of the sixty re- 
side in the town. Mr. T. J. Nicholl, 
Superintendent of the Division, as do 
nearly all his employés, makes Huron 
his home, and has erected a very pretty and 
commodions gothic cottage for his residence. 
A park, which may be made quite orna- 
mental when the great variety of trees plaut- 
ed in it geta little farther advanced, nas 
been laid out between we railroad property 
amd the first street of the town, which is 
called Front or First street. The railroad 
has also made two additions to (the town— 
one of twelve acres in the fall of 1880, when 
they presented the town with. an entire block 
extending back from the corner of Nebraska 
and Third streets asa site for the court- 
house, which will some day bave to be built, 
and in October, 1S81,a second addition of 
eight and one-half blocks, when they pre- 
sented a large and magnificent site for a cap- 
itol building should Huron succeed in be- 
coming the 
CAPITAL OF THE NEW STATE 


of Dakota, as her citizens intend she shall. 
This site faces Sixth street, and is upon the 
summit of an easily accessible hill overlook- 
ing Dakota avenue, as well as miles of coun- 
try in all directions. Two other addition®of 
thirty and one-half blocks were added this 
—- Passenger trains both ways stop 
vere for meals, and freight trains here find 
the longest and best side-track on the divi- 
sion. Naturally, the railruad emplovés all 
make their headquarters here, and that is no 
small item of consequence to a town so re- 
cently brought into existence as Huron. 
The ‘railroad company in platting all the 
towns on this division mace the streets 100 
feet wide, and placed the main street at right 
angles with the track and opposit the station. 
Huron lies south of the track, and, as stated 
before, Dakota avenue is the main thorough- 
fare. The other north and suuth streets are 
very sensibly named after neighboring 
States and Territories, such as lowa, Wis- 
consin, Lilinois, Nebraska, and Utah, while 


| the east and west streets are numbered First. 


Second, Third, ete. It is hard, indeed, to 
say what more the railroad could do towards 
fathering the best interests of Huron. 

But it must not be deduced from this that 
the railroad contruls, or could control, the 
town if it so willed. Among Huron’s cili- 
zens are men who think and act for them- 
selves. They are mostly energetic, persever- 
ing merchants and farmers from Llinois, 
lowa, Minnesota, and Wisconsin, and are 
nearly ail of Yankee stock, and strongly Ke- 
publican in politics: and, while they In no 
wise attempt to dictate wlio may or may not 
come among them, they would a liitle prefer 
American-born people of the same train of 
thought as themselves. There is a liberal 
representation of Scandinavians, who are 
very well liked, but the other nationalities 
seem confined to one Chinaman, ohe negro, 
and one or two Lrishiwen and Gerinans. Else- 
where in the Territory there are very large 
settlements of people of foreign birth. Huron 
simply chances to be made up of Americans, 
and, some one having called attention to the 
tact, they all seem to like it. The railroad 
and the citizens are upon the best of terms, 
and they ought to be, for there are better 

FREIGHT RATES AND FACILITIES 
here than at many towns ten times older 
than Huron. The merchants have already 
established upon acash basis a retail trade 
with the farmers occupying the surrounding 
country for miles and a trade with neighbor- 
ing towns which almost deserves to 
rank as wholesale. Jan. 29, 1881, the resi- 
dents voted to incorporate the town 
under the Territorial iaw. and the month 
following they elected T. F. Nicholl, W. LB. 
Ingersoll, C.C. Hilis. S. W. Roberts, and 
Edward Steriing as members of a Board of 
Trustees; H. M. Jewett, Clerk, Treasurer, 


and Assessor: O. A. Cheeney, Justice: and’ 


RK.°B. Clark, Marshal. The corporate seal of 
the town is a surveyor witha tripod on the 
right: near hima man drivinga stake: on 
the left two antelopes watching them: and 
the landscape a prairie rising gently to the 
west. An actual occurrence of the kind 
when the town was being platted gave rise 
to this novel device. When the Legislature 
next meets Huron intends to apply fora 
special charter. She is like a girl in her 
teens—somewhat abashed and ashamed that 
her clothes shuuld be so short. 

Hlurou has at present somewhat more than 
2,000 inhabitants, and a floating population of 
about 300, There are very nearly 500 houses 
erected or in process of erection, not a 
few of which have stone foundations 
and are substantially built. Included in 
this number are the business houses and one- 
story offices along the principal thorough- 
fares. ‘The Episcopal, Bavtist, and Presby- 
terian denominations have 

COMMODIOUS CHURCH EDIFICES 
and regiilar pastors; the Methodists havea 
pastor, achurch fund, and regular services 
at Parker Hall, where the Union Sunday- 
school aiso meets, and the Catholics owna 
lot and contemplate building, and in the 
meanwhile have occasional services at their 
residences. The schools proved too small, 
and there is now nearly completed a preten- 
tious public school which will accommodate 
300 pupils. Nearly all businesses and pro- 
fessions are represented here. There area 
half-dozenZsaloons doing a flourishing busi- 
ness, two drug stores, several groceries and 
pears stores, a large implement store, two 
yarbers, two cigarmakers, two laundries, a 
bath-house, and something like a dozen 
hotels and boarding-houses. The uniform 
rate at the first-ciass hotels is $2 per 
day, and at the others $1.50, while board 
ranges from $5 to $10 per week. Seven new 
hotels have been added this year, and yet 
the pioneers in the business say their busi- 
ness is from 60 to 75 per cent better than last 
year. The two principal hotels have very 
excellent board and good beds, but they are 
sv pressed with business that transients are 
obliged to sleep two in a bed, with two beds 
in each room. Even then there is not room, 
and the garrets are utilized by placing cots 
there for such as come too late to get room 
elsewhere. Business of all sorts has hada 
very steady and creditable increase, and all 
of the Iluron merchants are doing a business 
far in excess of what they expected when 
they located there. They have a Board of 
Trade of about sixty members, which was 
organized in August, 1881, and an agricult- 
ural association which recently netted $67 
from a small fair, or rather exhibit, of Da- 
kota products. The Masons and Odd-Fe!- 
lows each have lodges, and the Huron Silver 
Cornet Band, the Huron Literary Society. 
the Pieasant Hour Club, and other social or- 
ganizations kept society matiers fresh and 
green. The railroad employés have also an 
association. At the west end of the town 
there are three lumber-yards, and, in lieu of 
an elevator, a grain depot run by a Rocnes- 
ter, Minn.,commission firm, who have sev- 
eral other depots aloug the road. One mile 
farther westis a large tree-nursery, from 
which are supplied those who wish to make 
tree claimson Government iand.

TEL-EL-KEBIR. 


Scenes and incidents of the Late 
Battle in Egypt. 


Narrative of an Officer Connected with 
the British Force. 


Camp at Tev-et-Kepir, Sept. 16.—Our 
“ only General ” has made his effort and de- 
livered his blow, and the Egyptian army is a 
thing of the past! Of course you in England 
know ali about it, and probably more than 
we on the spot do, but some details from an 
eye-witness may interest you. 

After the action of the 9th troops came 
pouring into the camp at Kassassin. ‘The 
Highland Brigade arrived the day after, with 
Sir E. Hamley and Sir A. Alison. The 11th 
passed over quietly, but on the 12th came 

THE LONGED-FOR ORDER. 
“ Pack everything: strike tents after dark; 
troops to bivounc; no bugles to be sounded.” 
The leash against which the army had been 
straining was to be slipped at last and we 
could go in at the enemy. All the officers’ 
light baggage and the men’s valises were 
stacked by the line of railway long before 
the appointed hour, and the moment the 
silent signal was given down came every 
tent, the troops marched out with quick light 
step to the bivouac, and then came a great 
and most impressive hush—not a sound but 
the occasional stamp of a horse; not a light. 
All was as still as the grave, and it was 
almost impossible to realize the fact that the 
enemy had not a single outpost, not a single 
sentry beyond the line of his works. 

Daybreak found most of the regiments 
close onto the intrenchments, some of them 
lying on the very brink of the ditch. As the 
first rays of morning lit up the sand wastes 
the enemy seemed to wake suddenly, and 
instantly the parapets 

BURST INTO LIFE AND FLAME. 
The fire was something awful, and had the 
Arabs shot as straight as they shot fast no 
mortal troops could have stood up against it. 
Mostof the bullets flew over the heads of 
our men as they rushed on; but many ajone 
found its billet. 

On went the assaulting regiments, the 
soldiers jumping down or rolling into the 
ditch and then scrambling onto the parapet, 
some to fall back again to the bottom and lie 
there dead or wounded; others slipped down 
the sandy slope, but immediately tried again 
until at last they gained thetop. Then came 
the cold steel, and. it was allover with)the 
Egyptians. They could not stand it, and in 
ten minutes from the first shot they were in 
full flight across the open. Here they suf- 
fered terribiy from the quick, incessant jfire 
of the Martini-Henry, and the ground was 
strewn thick with their dead. Without an 
attempt to rally—indeed, without any pdssi- 
bility of rallying—they were driven in head- 
jong disorder across the canal. Then the 

ursuit Was taken up by the cavalry, who 

ollowed them all day and 

SLAUGHTERED THEM BY THE HUNDRED. 
Zagazig, Belbeis, and Benha fell successively 
into the hands of Gen. Drury Love, and then 
Cairo itself. The Bengal Lancers must have 
been in their element, aS they are the very 
troops for that kind of work. I faney they 
disposed of many of their coreligionists! 

The Egyptian batteries are sirong warks 
of admirable protile, with from three to six 
embrasures: the stnailer ones with three @¢m- 
brasures had one gun each, others wore. 
Fifty-eight cannon fell into our hands, mak- 
ing sixty-nine altogether in four weeks. The 
batteries are all jdined by shelter-trenches, 
those in the iinmediate line of our advance 
being of good and strong profile, with the 
interior slopes revetted—indeed, they are 
more like curtains joining the forts, which 
would correspond to bastions in the oid syste. 
of fortification. The others were ordinary 
shelter-trenches of the parapet and ditch 
form: about four feet high, with a ditch 
about six feet wide at the top. Had we_§ at- 
tempted to vuttlank his left Arabi had a line 
of works ready, and on the right he had a 
very strong work on the canal, while bDat- 
teries Nos. 14 and 15 would cover his retreat.

Itis reportedthat Arabi himself said 
that if the English could turn him out of bis 
lines at ‘Tei-el-Kebir he would fight 
no more, and his immediate § surrender 
seenis to prove the report true. iit 
is certain he had placed his best 
troops here. 1 gotin between batteries Nos. 
5 and 6, the centre of the front attack, and 
the sight wasone to be remembered for a 
lifetime. ‘The ground was strewn with dead. 
The bodies, lying in every imaginable posi- 
tion, were mostly those of Egyptians, our 
own killed lying outside or on the top of the 
parapet. Horses, camels, arms, accoutte- 
ments lay scattered in most hideous confu- 
sion. The Egyptian tents were all standing 
—full of bedding, food, and clothing—lieft 
Just as the siartied inmates had rushed out 
oft them.

vrs, under strong escort, were being marched 
to the place allotted to them. Among them 
was a wounded Egyptian officer carried ona 
litter by hisown men, Lle was evidently of 
high rank, and had a retinue of servants 
with him. 

Very soon we were all settled in the tents 
which had been so lately occupied by our 
enemies. Some of the tents were very 
gorgeous affairs, Arabi’s was magnificent— 
built with crimson and gold brocade and «i- 
vided into three compartments, in one of 
which were two beds with spring mattresses. 
His state chair was in the centre of the 
largest compartment, and several unopened 
letters addressed to him were on “She table. 
The tent was immediately occupied by Gen. 
Willis, consmanding the First Division, and 
his staff. 

The wounded were brought in by degrees 
and the dociors soon had their hands full, 

THE WOUNDED EGYPTIANS 

were placed in a large tent and attended to. 
Some were terribly injured, and it was ap- 
parent that the Martini-Henry bullet pro- 
duces awful effects wherever it hits. The 
Arabs were very patient and endured the 
agony of their wounds with great courage. 
‘They seem wonderfully tough; many were 
still living with wounds that appeared awful 
enough to let the life out of a dozen men. 

In the evening the news came into camp of 
the total collapse of the Egyptian army and 
of the end of the campaign as far as mere 
fighting is concerned. The whole camp 
rang with the cheers of the victorious troops, 
who had in so short a time cut with the 
sword the Gordian knot which bad puzzled 
diplomatists for months.

A WARNING NOTE, 


Will Check Acceptances Be Declared to 
Be Lilegal?—Danger for the National 
Banks—VControliler Knox on the Over- 
Certification Law. 

New York Heraté, 

The law of Congress forbidding the over- 
certification of checks, which was passed last 
July, will not, it now seems, prove so easy of 
evasion as was then supposed. The follow- 
ing letter, which isin the nature of a warn- 
ing to brokers and bankers, of a new diffi- 
culty whith they will probably be obliged to 
meet, Was received on Wednesday by the 
Vice-President of the Chase National Bank, 
and is signed by the Controller of the Cur- 
rency: 

THEASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF THE CON- 
TROLLEK OF THE CURRENCY, WASHINGTON, Oct. 
lj, 1°82.—Sirn: You have probably noticed that 
the Attorney-General has been asked to give his 
opinion as to the legal power of a Nationa! bank 
tv avcept checks drawn upon it upless the draw- 
er bas the amount of the check actuaily on de- 
positto his creditin such bank, and his inter- 
pretation of Secs. 5.200and 5,202 of the Revised 
Statutes in this connection. 

if the Attorney-General should decide that 
National banks bave not the power to make 
such acceptances it will be necessary for the 
banks to relinquish this branch of business or 
be prepared with some lawful method of pro- 
cedure. 

1 know of no method except by placing to tne 
credit of the parties the avaiis of tegitimate dis- 
counts within the limit prescribed by the law 
and certifying checks not in excess of the 
amount on deposit as provided by Sec. 5,208 of 
the Kevised Statutes and Sec. 13 of the act ot 
July 12, 1882, 

i have been informed that a proposition is now 
being discussed in the Stock Exchanwe for the 
organization of aciearing-house for the purpose 
ot clearing stocks ina manner similarto the 
Bank Clearing- House forthe ciearing of checks; 
that the system is pow in successful operation 
in London, Berlin, and other large cities: that 
it simplifies and increases the business of the 
members; that it largely reduces the risks 
which now atteuds the bandimg of stocks and 
bouds; and that the transactions can be per- 
formed without disclosing the private transac- 
tions of any member of (be eclearing- house. 

If this proposition, which is recommended by 
geutiemen of character who had large experi- 
ence in such transactions, is practicable, the or- 
ganization of sucha clearing-house would bea 
solution of all these difficulties. 

You will greatly oblige me if you will confer 
with your leading dealersin reference to the 
feasibility of or~anizing such a ciearing-house 
as that to which | have referred, and commun)- 
cate to me the result of your conference, and 
particularily any objections which are urged 
against such an organization.

THE NEW OLIVE BUTTER 


is excellent for frying purposes. There’s something 
in a name, but probably nothing of the “ olive” in the 
butter except its color; but, besides being assured by 
chemists that this is a perfectly pure vegetabie oil, 
all housekeepers who have tried it will agree that It is 
extremely economical and makes a very delicate fry- 
ing materiai. Here was formerly the situation in the 
kitchen over the frying-pan: You could take lard, 
which was not cheap, ana “used up” very fast; you 
bad butter, which, besides being expensive, required 
a skiliful cook to keep it from burning; or youcould 
use salad oll, which, though costing alarmingly to be- 
gin with, required so little to do the work that the 
cuoking-schovu! would tei! you it was like the widow's 
cruse—it did not seem to lose perceptibly; after fry- 
ing fifty oysters the bottie was nearly as full as be- 
fore, But very few American housekeepers could be 
brought, by its first expensiveness, to try using sweet 
oil, which is the frying material of all South Europe. 
We leave out of the liet “clarified fat,” or dripving, 
because there is seldom enough of ihis to do the en- 
tire cooking with, even wilh a conscientious person in 
the Kitchen who understands how to save and use it 
all. as it should always be insisted on. The two best- 
known vegetable oils that this cuuntry produces are 
cotten-seed oll and peanut-oll, both of whick are 
understood to have been for years exported to ku- 
rope, coming buck to us In wicker-covered flasks as 
Italian olive oil. Real olive oi! from Califurnia is too 
small a product as yet to count much inthe home 
market. The manufacturers of the new olive butter 
—which is not butter at all, but a clear, creenish oll-— 
have agreed to giye us a home product, warranted 
pure, without the ocean voyage; though, to conciliate 
our ridiculous American prejudices, do not label it 
cottan-seed or peanut oil, the former of which it 
probably is. Anybody who tries it will agree that it 
cooks as wellas salad oil; and as all vegetable oils 
heat at lower temperature than the solid anima! fats, 
it does not burn awzy or waste as rupidly aslard. It 
comes in convenient cans, with a mouthpiece, like 
the kerosene oil-can, so that you can pour off just the 
desired quantity for use, and, after cooking, this can 
be carefully strained und returned to the can, except 
it bas been used for tish, when it must be putina 
separate bottle and kept apart for this use. It basa 
slightly pungent smell when cooking, which ts said to 
be entirely removed by the use of a pinch of salt, but 
which is no worse than other frying through the 
bouse. The ege-plants, oysters, clam, or corn fritters 
that are turned out of olive butter by a good cook, 
bave not a particle of greasiness about them, nor 
any taste whatever of the medium in which they are 
fried.
